25-32 The men walk toward the center of the hall 4 steps. The men back away from 
the center 4 steps as they move to their right to stand between two new ladies. 
Everyone has moved two positions around the circle.

My visit to the 30 anniversary party 
for the Square Dance Foundation of New 
England inspired me to complete a project 
| have been thinking about for several 
years. Г copied twenty-seven reel-to-reel 
tapes onto cassette. 1 did it so the 
Foundation could have the tapes without 
having to use up all the storage space the 
reel tapes needed. 

The tapes were of the full twenty-one 
lesson class that I taught in 1962/3 for the 
Town Travelers in Lowell, MA. The extra 
six tapes were the last six lessons from a 
class I taught for the Allemande 8's in 
Manchester, NH in the spring of 1967. 

In 1965 Fred & Charlotte Pearson who 
were dancing in Manchester were trans- 
ferred to Bermuda. Fred wanted to kcep on 
square dancing and asked to use the tapes 
to teach a group there, That group turned 
into the Mid-Ocean Promenaders which 
continued dancing even after the Pearson's 
were transferred again. 

Listening to the tapes as they were 
copied reminded me of how differently we 
taught forty years ago. One of the most 
dramatic reminders was why we needed the 
additional tapes. The class in 1962/3 did not 
include four calls that, by 1967 had become 
an important part of modem square dance 
choreography. The calls were Swing Thru, 
Run, Trade and Circulate. 

These four calls dramatically changed 
the structure of our dancing. Before 1962 
we scldom used ocean waves of any kind. 
When we did the next call was usually a 
Balance followed by either Pass Thru or 
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Right & Left Thru. (Today a Right & Left 
Thru from an Ocean Wave is risky.) Next 
time you dance think about how often you 
are in an Ocean Wave formation and try to 
imagine the dance without any of those. 

Another interesting difference that 1 
noted was my teaching of dancing style. 1 
spent a great deal more time on proper 
positioning, hand turn accuracy and accu- 
racy m general. Counter dancing and general 
consideration. of the other dancers was 
mentioned frequently. Counter dancing 
means two things. One 15 just staying out of 
each others’ way. The other is balancing our 
weight against those we hold onto in turns 
and swings. These days the style of dancing 
is little mentioned in square dance classes 
and workshops - and it shows in the 
sloppiness of much of today's dancing. 

All this was possible, of course, 
because I had only about half as many calls 
to teach. The pace of teaching was about L- 
% calls per class. Today we teach more 
than three calls per night in many classes. 
1 had 2-% hours each night in my classes 
and today few classes offer that much 
time. When I taught Square Thru 1 spent 
several weeks showing the class how to do 
it from several different setups and with all 
the possible variations of he/she relation- 
ships. Many dancers today would have 
difficulty with many of the ways I showed 
the class to do that call. 

Classes in those days often had 6 - 8 
squares of students and most of the 
graduates said the best time they ever had 
in square dancing was in class.

Everyone hears that LOCATION, 
LOCATION & LOCATION are the three 
most important factors їп real estate. The 
same can also be said about square 
dancing. Clubs need a great place to hold 
their club dances. Joan Hepp, President of 
the Swingin’ Singles Squares in Milwau- 
kee, Wisconsin reported that her club 
changed the location of their club dances 
to a better hall and their dancer attendance 
has increased tremendously, The first 

dance had 122 dancers and the second 
dance had 131 dancers! 

If your dance hall is not great you may 
wish to consider changing location. Your 
dance hall is a very important factor when 
dancers consider coming to your club 
dances. Your hall is even more important 
than who is calling or cueing. Even great 
callers sound terrible in à hall with poor 
sound qualities. Having a poor quality hall 
for your club dances is a one way ticket to 
the demise of your club. You might say, 
"We can't find a hall in our area.” My 
answer 15: "Try harder." If you can't find a 
good hall to hold your dances, please call 
or email us, We can probably give you 
some hints as to how to find a better hall.

Convention. You will be glad you did. 
Pierre & Judy Hoover, Mountain 
Home, Arkansas, sent me a letter in 
September 2003. They attended both of 
my Recruiting & Retaining New Dancers 
Education Seminars at the 2003 Wiscon- 
sin Square & Round Dance Convention 
last August, They told me about their 
Century Club membership activities. 
They have 778 caller signatures in their 
Century Book and they have a goal of 
1000 caller signatures. Can you imagine 
dancing to the calling of over 700 different 
callers? She commented about the 
Wisconsin convention too. They said, “I 
like the way Wisconsin conventions are 
run - everyone is friendly and the callers 
talk to you." Congratulations, Pierre and 
Judy and we hope you reach your goal of 
1000 callers. Maybe more dancers should 
participate in the Century Club program? 
We know of a square and round dance 
club that has an annual amateur guest 
caller and cuer night. This practice gives 
an opportunity to wanna-be callers and 
cuers to try calling or cueing. As a result of 
this annual event, several new callers and 
cuers slarted their careers in the calling or 
cucing business. It is an idea that works and 
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more clubs should give this idea a whirl. 

Many areas and some clubs have “Half 
Way" dances for their new dancers in their 
new dancer programs. This is a great idea 
and clubs and areas around the country 
should have a similar system to expose the 
new dancers to a real dance designed just 
for them. It is another idea that works. 

Itappears thatsome clubs arc not making 
sure that their hired caller and/or cuer have 
current licenses with BMI and ASCAP. 

In the November-December, 2003 
Michiganer issue, the Michigan Council 
said, “It has been brought to our attention 
that it is very important for clubs to make 
sure the callers and cuers they hire have a 
current license with BMI & ASCAP. You 
should verify this license at each. dance 
night. We have become aware of a club 
being fined thousands of dollars for 
holding a dance with unlicensed callers. It 
is not the club’s responsibility to have a 
license, but the club will be fined if they 
hire unlicensed callers.” 

We will try to get more details about 
this club that got fined and report back in a 
future column. Our advice to club leaders 
is- DON’T RISK IT - CHECK THEIR 
LICENSE AT EACH DANCE. IF THE 
LICENSE IS NOT CURRENT, CAN- 
CEL THE DANCE IMMEDIATELY, 
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If you are not familiar with the BMI 
and ASCAP licensing requirment, please 
get more details from your province or 
state callers association. 

Our congratulations go to the GER- 
MAN RUSSIAN SQUARE DANCE 
FRIENDS Square Dance Club which 
was founded in August 2003. They have 
16 dancers in Petrozavodsk, Karelia 
according to the News from a Russian 
article in the EAASDC Bulletin Nov.

Our biggest problem in square dancing 
is poor new dancer retention. It appears 
that only the new “die-hards” make the 
transition from new dancer dances to club 
dances. As a first step to improve your 


club's new dancer retention rate. we 
suggest you start Keeping records of the 
attendance of your new dancers. It may 
also be wise to call your new dancers just 
before cach dance to encourage them to 
come ош and have a good timc, New 
dancers are VIPs and they should ect more 
TLC than we are presently giving them 
Since it is January 2004 why not make a 
club new year's resolution to retain more 
new dancers.

This month I am pleased to announce 
the completion of a project | have been 
talking and writing about for four years. As 
I write this I am on vacation in Maui. It was 
here at about this time in 1999 that I started 
to write a history of modern square dancing. 
Yesterday the author's proof copies of both 
the hard cover and the paperback forms of 
Step By Step Through Modern Square 
Dance History were delivered to me. 

Writing the book has been much more 
of a project than I expected it would be 
when I started. I had, after all, lived through 
and been part of the entire period and 
activity that І was writing about. Modern 
square dancing didn’t exist until after 
World War Il and I started dancing in 1947. 
My first square dance steps were to the 
calling of the grand master of traditional 
dancing, Ralph Page. When I went off to 
college in 1949 I met and danced with Al 
Brundage who first introduced the “new” 
way of square dancing in New England. 

{ participated in the formation of callers 
associations from my own local TriState 
association to CALLERLAB, the interna- 
tional association. l've called and taught 
callers all over North America and in many 
countries on other continents. | expected 1 
could sit down at my trusty keyboard and 
knock this thing out in a couple of months. 
| was wrong. 

I quickly started trying to pin down the 
exact dates when things happened and to 
get the titles of books and their date of 
publication right. I wanted to include the 
exact wording of dance routines and to 
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show how they changed over the decades. 
Fortunately, | live near the Square Dance 
Foundation of New England library/ 
museum in Manchester, New Hampshire. It 
was a huge help to have their well organized 
and presented resources nearby. 

In the course of all this research | 
learned much about how modem western 
square dancing gotto where it is. When you 
look back and study something you see it 
differently from the way it seemed as you 
lived it, Patterns emerge that you didn't 
notice at the time and events that seemed 
trivial take on new importance. | have 
enjoyed the writing and learned much in the 
process. I hope many of you will enjoy 
reading it and, in the process, will gain à 
new insight into how it became what it is, 

While the book will, of course, be 
available through bookstores, I expect that 
a large share of sales to the square dance 
community will be either direct from me or 
through our good friends, Bill and Peggy 
Heyman. They are major suppliers of 
square dance equipment and materials and 
they support and operate the square dance 
website dosados.com.

With this month the highlight is on all of the lovers around the world. And what could 
be better than a circle mixer called - - - 


OH JOHNNY 


Formation: A large circle around the hall, girls to the R of their partners, all facing the 
center, hands joined. Each man's L-hand girl is his "corner;" his R-hand 
girl is his “partner.” 

Music: Oh Johnny LS 3301 

Routine: 

Introduction: Four measures. 

Measures 

1-4 ALL JOIN HANDS AND YOU CIRCLE THE RING 
All circle L for 8 counts. 


5-8 STOP WHERE YOU ARE, GIVE YOUR PARTNER A SWING 
Men turn to their partners (R-hand girl) and swing her in place for 8 counts. 


9-12 SWING THAT CORNER GIRL 
Men turn to the girl on the L and swing her in place for 8 counts. 


13-16 GO HOME AND SWING YOUR OWN YOU SWING AND YOU WHIRL 
Men turn back to the girl on the R and swing her again іп place for 8 counts. 


17-20 ALLEMANDE LEFT WITH THE LADY ON THE LEFT 
Men join L hands with the girl on the L, and they walk completely around 
each other and back to place in 8 counts. 


21-24 DO-SA-DO YOUR OWN 
Men tum to face the girl on the К and they pass completely around each 
other, back to back, without touching, and passing R shoulders as they go by. 
Back to place. 


25-32 TAKE YOUR CORNER PROMENADE AND GO WALKING WITH 
THAT MAID SINGING "OH, JOHNNY, OH, JOHNNY, OH." 
Men turn L-face back to stand beside the girl on the L, and take promenade 
position with her both facing counter-clockwise, R hands joined and L hands 
joined, man’s nght arm above girl’s left. Promenade for a total of 16 counts 
and all join in singing the “Oh, Johnny” chorus. Open out into a circle to 
repeat the dance. Dance is done a total of 5 times. 


And following is a square dance that 1 have researched from Bob Osgood's book, “5 Years 
of Square Dancing.” It certainly fits in with the territory. It is called - - - 
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FALL RIVER LINE 
By Paul Hunt 
Formation: Square 
Music: “Old Fall River Line” - FDCD-019 (Called & Instrumental) 
Routine 
Introduction: 
All join hands and circle left 
You circle left around 
Break and swing your partners, now 
You swing ‘em а! around 
Join hands again and circle nght, 
Back to places all 
(Add 4 counts of patter.) 
Figure: 
The two head couples promenade half around the outside ring 
Couples one and three promenade around the outside of the set to exchanged positions. 
Up the center and right and left through till you get back home again 
Couples one and three right and left through across the set to their home positions. 
Circle up four with the couple on the right 
Couple one with couple two, three with four. 
Break the ring and form two lines. 
Gent one breaks with lady two, gent three with lady four, and each circle of four 
forms a straight line, with couples nearest their home positions. 
Forward up eight and fall back eight 
On the Old Fall River Line. 
The two lines go forward toward each other and back up to place. 
Chain those ladies 'cross the set 
(Add 4 counts patter) 
Opposite ladies chain, but do not chain back. 
Chain those ladies down the side 
(Add 4 counts patter) 
The ladies turn and chain with the other lady in the same line, but do not chain back, 
Chain those ladies *cross the set 
Turn around and watch ‘em go 
Chain them home, you chain them home 
And hand them to their beaux, 
Now you allemande left with corner 
And you allemande right with your own 
Swing that corner lady there 
You swing her all alone. 
Promenade with the one you swung 
Hurry up. you're doing fine 
Promenade like a big parade on the Old Fall River Line. 
Repeat figure once more for head couples. 
Repeat figure twice for the sides. 
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Here is a hypothetical situation. Let’s 
say I am hired to call a Plus dance. Just 
before the first tip I announce: “Although 
this is a Plus tip I am also going to toss in 2 
Advanced calls.” Then, before the second 
tip Lannounce: “In this Up I’m going to add 
1 Advanced call, which will not be either of 
the 2 Advanced calls I used in the first tip.” 

What do you think the response of the 
people would be? The hall would be in an 
uproar! Dancers would be coming up and 
yelling at me: "How dare you put Advanced 
calls into a Plus tip! We should not have to 
know Advanced in order to dance Plus. Plus 
was advertised for the dance, so nothing 
beyond Plus should be called." 

Of course, the dancers would be right, 
no excuse I might make could be jusufied, 
and that club - or any club - would likely 
not hire me in the future. In addition, my 
behavior would probably be reported to 
the Ethics Committee of CALLERLAB. 

But this is only hypothetical - it doesn't

happen in the real world, right? Well, not really. 
It does happen all the time in round dancing. 

In round dancing, a Phase 2 round is 
allowed to include | or 2 Phase 3 steps. (If 
it has 3 or more Phase 3 steps, then it is 
called Phase 3.) Sometimes the cuer will 
say: “This ts a Phase 2 + 2," but will not say 
what the “+2” steps are. Sometimes the 
cuer will not say “+I” or 2", so the 
dancers will not know that Phase 3 cues 
will be coming until they are dancing. 

The same thing can happen with other 
phases. You can have Phase 3 +2 or Phase 
44 1, etc. Other rounds may be true to their 
label, with no “+” steps. 

The question is WHY? Why does the 
round dance community permit this 
mixing of phases, thereby forcing dancers 
to know much of the next phase? Why isn't 
round dancing true to its programs the way 
square dancing is? 

In an effort to learn the answers, I have 
talked to numerous round dance cuers.

What amazes me is that many of them 
think this situation is perfectly acceptable. 

The typical comments are: “It’s always 
been done this way,” or “We have to cue 
them the way they are written.” 

My question is: Where is ROUNDALAB 
onthisissue? Why do callers in CALLERLAB 
stick precisely to the advertised program, but 
members of ROUNDALAB have no 
problem with violating its advertised pro- 
grams? Why do we have years of cuers not 
following advertised programs and years of 
writers intentionally writing material that 
blends across programs? 

ROUNDALAB needs to clean up its 
act by doing the following: 

1. Tell its members that in the future 





advertised phases should be followed pre- 
cisely, with no “+I” or “+2” from the next 
phase. If an existing dance has a “+” command 
in it, the “+” command should be changed. 

2. Tell its members that writers of 
rounds in the future should write rounds 
with no commands in any phases. Also, that 
if a round is written with “+” commands in 
it, cuers should not use that round. 

In addition, round dancers should 
begin complaining to cuers who use “+” 
commands in their cuing. 

Am I optimistic that this will happen? 
No, because as the cuers say: "It's always 
been done this way,” and the dancers don't 
scem to care because they let the cuers get 
away with it,

We encourage clubs and 
dancer in their new dancer programs with 
an angel as the new dancers learn to square 
dance. They will learn faster and better 
with this approach. Yes, we are encouray- 
ing to split couples up as they learn. This 
practice will also climmate some disagree 
ments that couples often experience, As 
the program progresses the caller-instruc- 
ior should have lips just for the new 
dancers, excluding the angels, Some times 
(he new dancers get to rely too much on 
angels. The Columbia River Squares, as 
reported by Margaret Miller, make à 
special effort to partner most new dancers 
with an angel. Margaret 1s the editor of 
Footnotes, the official square and round 
dance magazine of the Square and Folk 
Dance Federation of Washington. If your 
club has problems getting enough angels 
for your new dancer program you may 
want to come up with an incentive such as 
having angels dance at half price at club 
dances for every new dancer dance they 
attend as angels, 

We often see club schedules where the 
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club's caller is calling every or most club 
dances. This 
recommend that clubs have their club caller 
call only half of the club dances and have

guest callers tor the other half. Square 
Benders in Milwaukee, Wisconsin use this 
suggesied format very successfully. It ts 
good for the club dancers to dance to other 
callers and it also gives your club caller a 
chance to call at other clubs on your club 
dance night, Ц is à win-win situation, The 
same applies to your club cuer - have him or 
her eue only half of your dances and have 
guest cuers for the other half. 

Most states and provinces have an 
official square and round dance magazine 
and this is great! However few editors give 
a free one year subscription to all new 
dancers in their state or province. We have 
been doing this for several years in 
Wisconsin with our Here 'Tis magazine 
with excellent success. Most new dancers 
become regular subscribers after their 
initial free one ycar subscription. Also we 
feel this simple gesture on our par. helps 
clubs retain their new dancers. It is an idea

Wow, we had a great time at our State 
Convention (North Carolina Square, and 
Round Dance Federation Convention), 
held in August. I was more involved in the 
sewing clinic than anything else but we did 
get in our share of good dancing. The 
Federation did a superb job. Pats on the 
back all around!!! 

Some of the sewers in the clinic had 
great ideas to share and some very 
interesting questions. Here's one. 

How do you shorten a prairie skirt? 

Well, being tall, І have never had that 
problem. My problem is usually how to 
lengthen and we'll cover that also. The 
easiest way to take off the length is to 
shorten from the top. This means that you 
will have to take off the waist band, cut off 
the excess and reattach the waist band. 
You may be tempted to shorten from the 
bottom up but let me explain why you 
should go for the top. 

1. When you take off any length from 
the bottom, you will be taking out some of 
the fullness in the skirt, (twirl-ability). 

2. You may not get the even hem line 
you had to begin with. 

3. You will have more to hem than if 
you take the length from the top. 

Remember to measure, don’t guess,

you don’t want to take off too much, 

To lengthen, this can be for a prairie 
skirt or traditional outfit... 

|. Add a ruffle. 

2. Add another tier. 

3. Wear it over a pretty lace petticoat. 
Simple solutions, but they work. 

We still have the mystery of gathering 
all the ruffles we are so fond of in our square 
dance outfits. My personal choice is the 
shirring/gathering foot. This is atwo-in-one 
foot. It will allow regular gathering and also 
allows you to shirr or gather the fabric that 
enters under the presser foot and not gather 
the fabric that goes into the small slot in the 
front of the presser foot, You can gather the 
skirt and not the bodice while still sewing 
only one seam. 

You can buy this at your local sewing 
machine store or mail order from one of 
the sewing suppliers. Just remember that 
you will need to order the correct one for 
your machines shank length. If you are 
unsure 1f you have a low shank or high 
shank, then take one of your feet with you 
or the correct make and model of your 
machine. They are not expensive and are 
really easy to use. I usually make lots of 
ruffles for my outfits so I'm used to cutting 
out lots of lengths for the ruffles. One of

the ladies, Carol Staples from Boot & 
Bows Club in Efland, NC, told us that she 
measures a length of fabric, gathers it and 
then re-measures it so she can determine 
how many lengths of fabric she will need 
for the finished ruffles. 

Another suggestion for gathering was to 
use the tned and true method of stitching 
two parallel lines of stitching and pulling 
the threads, But instead of gathering one 
long piece, divide your length into quarters 
and gather one section at a time. Some of 
the ladies use their serger with a differential 
feed to gather and still others use a 
gathering attachment. Let's face it, ruffles 
are part of our square dance outfits and we 
might as well find the way to gather that 
works for us. As the saying goes... what 


works for one, might not work for another. 

Blind hems were another issue. | use 
this feature on my machine on all my 
square dance outfits and most recently on a 
everyday wrap skirt. It gives a nice hem 
finish and sure beats hand sewing all that 
fabric. Once you get the hang of the special 
way you fold the hem, you will truly love 
this feature. | always press my hem in 
place before | fold for the blind hem. Then 
its just a matter of pining so you have an 
even hem linc. If you are using light 
weight fabric, the extra weight of the blind 
hem will keep the skirt from floating away 
above the petticoat. 

Hope some of these ideas help....

Warm Brie topped with cranberry 
sauce and toasted almonds 15 hidden in a 
soft, flaky cream cheese pastry. 

Pastry Ingredients 
3/4 cup all-purpose flour 
1/4 cup butter, softened 
1 (3-ounce) package cream cheese, 
softened 
Filling Ingredients 
| (8-ounce) 4 1/4-inch diameter round

cranberry sauce

Place Brie on center of pastry circle, 
Spread cranberry sauce over top of Brie 
cheese; sprinkle with toasted almonds.

Beat egg with water in small bowl;

Former members of Chapter 001 Garden 
State SD Campers of the National Square 
Dance Campers Association, they аге 
charter members of chapter 181 MontShire 
Campin’ Squares and have been editing the 
NSDCA TIMES magazine these past nine 
years. They also handle the round dance 
program for all Twirling Sams camping 
events, For the past fifteen summers they 
have combined their vacation with teaching 
and cueing at the National Square Dance 
Convention, the Canadian biennial 
Convention and the International SD 
Campers Camporee as these three functions 
move around the United States and Canada, 
Camping and dancing 15 а family activity 
with Barbara's parents, son Paul and 
daughter Crystal also teaching and cucing- 

An assistant Scout Master, Jim increased 
his leadership skills earning the Boy Scout 
Wood Badge and assisted with his 
daughters Girl Scout Troop. He also 
enjoyed leather work, target shooting, 
needlework, sewing, computer technology 
and reading. Jim's strong faith. in Jesus 
Christ was shownin the way he tried to help 
others through the use of his many talents. 
Jim is survived by Barbara. his wife of 29 
years, their three children Joshua, Paul and 
Crystal and Doc & Peg Tirrell.

histoncal materials in the Baldwin Library/

refreshments in the “Chat Room.” Those 
who cared to do so also participated in a 
scavenger hunt, a “Theme Basket” silent 
auction and a "real" auction.

Recently, we've received mail which 
was extremely critical of the magazine's 
content. Take for instance this criticism from 
Gint Parks of Cape Neddick, Maine, who has 
decided not to renew. She wrote, “Although 
your prices һауе steadily advanced to more 
than twice what we originally used to pay, the 
size of the magazine has steadily gotten 
smaller (now about 1/4 or 1/3 of what it used 
to be) and also the info and quality have 
steadily gone downhill." 

We agree on the size but we disagree on 
the quality. Simply put, we publish what we 
receive, and. yes, we had to make some 
changes due to the lack of financial support, 
both from advertisers and subscribers. Has 
NSD made changes overthe years? Sure. Do 
we have as many clubs and dancers now as 
40, 30, 20 or 10 years ago? No. 

The size has decreased simply because 
the square dance community has decreased

drastically. If you remember, we printed a 
partial list of clubs that were active 40 years 
ago. All 160+ contributed to this magazine. 
In addition to those clubs, many of which 
advertised, the number of callers who 
advertised was huge, along with the dance 
barns, square dance clothing shops, record 
companies, etc., etc. The lack of ads has 
accounted for the biggest decline m the 
magazine's content, not the features. 

Gini was also critical of our dropping 
the calendar page, Well, we've had to 
make some cuts and we opted to drop 
something that was easily available 
through other sources. 

We are doing everything possible to 
bring you а magazine with as much 
information as. possible. This. magazine 
will continue to do so until there are no 
dancers left or we do not receive material 
to print.

Quoting this person, “The 
host/sponsor of the dance is legally 
responsible for the licensing, (check the 
library or your lawyer)" I agree with this 
statement which reaffirms my comments 
that club leaders should only hire licensed 
callers and cuers and their license should be 
checked before the dance starts. Licensing 
clubs is just not practical in today's square 
dancing world. He/she also commented that 
"they should have let the clubs negotiate a 
smaller fee, (there are more clubs than 
callers) and it would have been legal." This 
idea has ment and probably should be 
considered. However there is one big 
problem with this idea. The clubs for the 
most part are not organized asa group nation- 
wide. The only way this idea would work is if 
a National Organization (such as United

Square Dancers of America (USDA)) 
would provide low cost club licensing. 
Maybe, in the future, clubs will get their 
liability insurance and their BMI/ASCAP 
license annually from USDA. When BMI/ 
ASCAP licensing first hit the square dance 
world, much discussion took place and the 
leaders at the time decided to go with 
licensing the callers and cuers so the square 
dance world would be in compliance with 
BMI/ASCAP requirements in order to use 
BMI/ASCAP covered music. However, if 
my memory is correct, clubs can still get a 
BMI/ASCAP license if they wish to get one. 
(Does anyone know of a club that has a BMI/ 
ASCAP license?) The procedure for licensed 
clubs would be similar to the way special 
events such as state conventions are handled 
- based on attendance and other factors. 
2004 is off to a great start with many new 
dancers about to graduate. Now is the ime to 
start concentrating on efforts to retain these 
new dancers. Spring is here and summer is 
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approaching so don’t forget to include your 
new dancers in your summer activities. 
Make them truly feel welcome! 

Also it would be great if you would start 
planning your marketing efforts for the 
summer months, Y our best bet for the fewest 
dollars invested 15 a parade float. Every year 
thousands of spectators see square dance 
floats in their local parades. New dancers 
walk through the door as a result of many 
positive marketing impulses and someone 
selling them on the idea of trying square 
dancing just for one dance. After that one 
dance, many are hooked for life.

When the line of four goes down the center the active couple is in the center, 
so the actives arch and the inactives duck under to return to place, thereby 
accomplishing the progression.

Throughout the last forty years of 
modem square dancing only about one of 
every four people who have gone through 
our classes have become regular dancers, 
The other three have, for some reason, 
decided that our activity was not for them. In 
our early days we were able to recruit enough 
people to our classes that we didn't pay much 
attention to those who didn't continue. Until 
the 198075 we could often subsidize the club 
expenses with the profits from our full 
classes. The period of easy recruiting ts gone. 
We would do a lot better if we could improve 
our success in converung new dancers into 
regular dancers. 

Many expenenced square dancers would 
really prefer to dance with other experienced 
dancers. They think it would be great if other 
people would dance with the new folks but 
they'd rather not themselves, In fact if we 
look back in our own experience most will 

ealize that our own transition from new 
dancer into a person who was comfortable 
dancing with a new group or to a different 
caller was not that easy. Many of us were 
successful because some one adopted us and 
helped us through that transition, 

Now that recruiting people to try modern 
square dancing has become much more 
difficult we could alf benefit from rethinking 
out attitudes. In truth, the future of modern 
square dancing may depend on just such à 
rethinking. As а new dancer leaves the 
comfort zone of class the ratio of 
experienced dancers 10 new dancers is very 


high. lt used to be that we added 20% or more 
to the club with each group of new dancers, 
These days a club is lucky if the new group is 
as much as 5% of the club. To be in such a 
minority ts scary. You know that you aren't 
really good enough to keep up and your early 
exposure to a new (to you) caller confirms 
that immediately. 

As we come into the class graduation 
period І would urge each of you to look tor 
ways you can reduce the panic for the new 
dancers you encounter. The multi-cycle 
teaching system is helping to buffer the 
expenence for some but most new dancers 
will still graduate from class in the next 
couple of months. When you see them at a 
dance try to think “How can I help them." 
instead of how can we set up our square so 
they aren't in it. 

| hear lots of questions about what can 
we do to "fix" our wonderful activity. One 
obvious answer is 10 make it more 
welcoming. Modem square dancing is not 
easy. We all know that the early experience 
at dances can be traumatic. As those who 
have survived it and know the ropes, we 
could help a lot if we went out of our way to 
keep the folks we worked so hard to recruit. 
| know that dancing in an experienced 
square at an Advanced dance is exciting. 1 
also know that the smile on the face of a 
scared new dancer at a club who has just 
survived a tip with a group of folks who 
made them think they really knew how to 
dance is wonderful. Try it. You'll like it.

The 
new people aren't always at fault when 
the square breaks down. Sometimes 
they dance a figure better than an 
experienced dancer but when they get 
to their position the experienced 
dancer isn't there and the new dancer 
tends to blame themselves and try to 
find the right position. Then the more 
experienced dancers blame the new 
dancer for the square breaking down. 
Enough of this and the new dancer 
loses all confidence and the fun is gone. 
If you, as an experienced dancer, 
makes a mistake or even if you don't be 
willing to take the blame and make the 
newer dancers feel welcome. 

If you don't like to dance with newer 
dancers and if you feel you have to look 
down on them, maybe it would be better 
for you to stay home. This is a harsh 
statement but it is how I feel. I don't 
want to lose anyone from the activity, 
but if there is someone who, by their 
attitude, might cause 2 or 3 couples to 
quit then that person is expendable. 

Let's bring the new dancers into 
the activity with a lot of caring 
attention just like we would our new 
springflowers.

3 Cups all-purpose flour 
1% tsp. salt 
1 Thsp. baking powder 
| tsp. baking soda 
34 Cup sugar 
1% Cups dried currents

2 eggs, well beaten 
2 Tbsp. butter, melted and cooled to

Formation: Square 

Music: Any hoedown 

Routine: 

First gent lead out to the nght of the ring 
And bow real low to that pretty little thing 
Now jig around on heel and toe 

Then swing around that pretty little doe. 


Move along to the next boy and girl 

And bow to the lady with the sweet little curl 
Now jig around on heel and toe 

Then swing her high and swing her low. 


Now visit with the lady on the left 
And bow real low, so nice and deft 
Strut your stuff, boy, jig and whirl 
Then twist around that last little girl. 


The entire routine is then repeated by the second gent, then the third and finally the last gent. 
Description: 

First gent leads out to the right and bows low to lady number two. He then "shows off his 
stuff" with a short jig and then swings her, He then repeats showing off in front of each 
successive lady with a deep bow and swing. 

This routine is repeated by the third gent and finally by gent number four. Enjoy and have 
fun with this delightful quick-teach.

Here is a dance that I first danced while attending a summer session out in Colorado 
Springs with Pappy Shaw. It is indeed a fun dance, but usually takes one or two walk- 
throughs to make sure that everybody іп the set has the pattern well in hand before 
dropping the needle on the record. It is not an "April Fooler". but has an interesting 
pattern that gives one a feeling of real accomplishment when done properly. It is 
definitely a pattern dance and provides an excellent "show piece" with great spectator 
value. It is called the - - - 


Rattlesnake Twist 


Formation: Square 

Music: Hoedown 

Routine: 

All join hands and circle eight 

Reverse back the other way 

Circle home don't take all day 

Now first gent break for the Rattlesnake twist 
(First gent breaks hands with his partner and turning toward couple four, ducks 
through an arch made by couple four, pulling the fourth woman behind him as 
he (man |) walks outside the circle behind man four to go into the circle 
through an arch made by man four and woman 3. Man four must duck under 
his own right arm (dishrag) to follow along. This is best done by man four 
raising not only his right arm * holding to his partner * but also his left hand * 
holding to his corner * so that he can essentially put both his hands together 
over his head as he turns on his own axis right face to follow his partner. Then 
man one, leading couple four, ducks out of the circle again through an arch 
made by couple three. Man three must duck under his own right arm (dishrag) 
to follow along. Man three will have to do the same dynamics as man four did 
in order to follow his partner around the outside of the circle. Then man one, 
leading couple four and three, ducks into the circle again through an arch 
formed by man three and woman two and out again through an arch formed by 
couple two and finally into the circle under the arch formed by man two and 
woman one. Man two will have to do the same dynamics as man four and three 
did in order to follow his partner around the outside of the circle. As man one 
clears the last arch, coming into the circle again, he pulls the entire line of 
dancers behind him into a circle of eight moving clockwise (left).)

Those are still available and one place to 
renew and strengthen them is the Conven- 
tion. | urge you all to take the opportunity to 
visit southem Vermont. 175 beautiful in the 
springtime and a lot of your friends - both 
present and possible future - will be there. 
Square dancing needs your suppon - or it will 
go away completely. A good way to 
demonstrate that support is to come to the 
convention and appreciate the hard work the 
committee has done to make it available.

1 went to my sewing room and piddled 
around. | found a couple of interesung 
things that you might want to try. 

I found one of the “Iron-On Transter” 
books that | used to make t-shirts with. 
You remember, the ones that you use to 
iron on transfers and then you paint or 
hand embroider the design. I was flipping 
through the pages and it came to me... use 
one ortwo of the designs to make a layered

appliqué. This could be used to embellish 
your skirt, blouse and even your partners 
shirt yoke. Well, I tried it. It is very easy if 
you don't pick a design that 15 too 
complicated. Since my collectables are 
flamingoes and іса cups it was easy to put 
together a couple of designs. The best part 
is, you can make use of the ever increasing 
scrap pile!!!! 

The flamingo is made with pink dotted 
swiss for the body and scrap black for the 
beak, a French knot is used for the eye. 
Since this bird has a long neck I used a base 
fabric and then layered the pink on. This 
gave it stability. 1 didn't want this to be a 
permanent embellishment so | used a satin 
stitch to sew the base fabric and the pink 
together. I had no problem except with the 
skinny legs so Lused two lengths of yarn for 
the legs. They just kind of dangled so I 
tacked them down. Oh, I forgot to tell you 
that I used a moveable adhesive, Aleene's 
Tack-It. Follow the directions and you can 
move this or any of your appliqué

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embellishments from garment to garment. 
It didn’t work too well on the skinny legs, 
that is the reason for tacking them in place. 
Inall 1 made 9 of these in short time and plan 
to put them on a solid white circle skirt in a 
random patem and use one on The 
Smartest Мап I Know's front right yoke 
(and he hates to wear pink). The tea-cups 
took longer and instead of using a satin 
stitch | just stitched the base fabric to the 
appliqué fabric. To keep it from fraying, use 
à line of Fray-Check around the edge. By 
the way, | found that you do need a base 
fabnc not only for stability but the 
appliqués just look better with that extra 
fabric. You never know what ideas you can 
come up with. Keep sewing and piddling. 
Now some interesting tips... 





When changing thread on your machine, 
never pull it off the top, Pulling the thread 
from the top puis stress on the tension 
system. Clip the thread at the first guide and 
pull out the thread through the needle. 

Ready to wear and pattern sizes are not 
the same. A size 12 ready to wear is a size 
16 pattern. SORRY. 

In order for pattern pieces to fit 
together properly, the entire black line 
should be cut off at the cutting edge. For 
years [ always cut to the outside of the line, 
never knowing why sleeves just didn't fit 
together right, then I read this tip and ever 
since I am faithful to cut off the line.

We received the following news article 
from Joan Hepp, President of the 
Milwaukee Swingin’ Singles; “Welcome 
to 2004! Swingin’ Singles” annual New 
Year's Eve dance was a huge success. Four 
states were represented - Iowa, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Missouri. Over 150 dancers 
attended the dance. I received many phone 
calls and emails stating what a wonderful 
party it was. However, the aftermath of the 
big party was not so nice. People were 
getting sick, very sick and food poisoning 
came to a few people's mind, so much that 
a complaint was called into the Health 
Department. The Madison Health Depart- 
ment came to the conclusion after testing 
many specimens submitted by various 
persons that this was a severe form of a 
stomach virus called NORA virus. This is 
the same virus that was on the various cruise 
ships that caused them to come back to port. 
Because the caterer did not have any 
symptoms or contact, specimens were 
tested and his establishment and employees 
were cleared. The health department said 
that this virus is spread hand to hand and 
stressed the importance of washing your 
hands frequently, especially after going to 
the rest rooms,” 

We printed this news release to stress the

importance of dancers washing their hands 
frequently during all dances, especially if 
someone is sick and is dancing in your 
square. | interviewed Joan to learn more 
details. She reported that two dancers came 
to the dinner dance who were really sick. 
They came because they had already paid for 
the dinner and the refund date had already 
passed. They didn’t want to get nothing for 
their money. They ate dinner and danced one 
tip and then left the dance. Fortunately the 
above incident turned out to not be a serious 
disaster for the Swingin' Singles. 

Since many clubs have at least one 
dinner dance during the year as a fund 
raiser, we recommend that clubs allow 
refunds because of serious illness beyond 
the "no refund" date to avoid the possibility 
of others getting the same illness. 

Many clubs also have pot luck dinner 
dances. The food is usually great and the 
dancers loved them. However, this is another 
area of caution. Pot luck dinners should be 
scheduled at the beginning of the dance - not 
in the middle or at the end of the dance. The 
chance of food poisoning is greater if the 
dinner is not held at the beginning of the 
dance. Also we recommend that clubs do not 
leave the food out on the serving tables for 
dancers to snack on during the dance. After

avoid problems. Bacteria grows fast when 
the temperature is nght. 

The above nsks are real and problems 
seldom result from pot luck dinners and 
catered meals. BUT THEY CAN HAPPEN! 

This subject leads to another important 
issue: Too many clubs are still dancing 
without liability insurance. If you arc a 
club leader, put “LIABILITY INSUR- 
ANCE'" on the agenda for your next club 
meeting. Find out if your club has coverage. 
If not, check into getting liability insurance 
for your club. Talk to your local insurance 
agent and check into the liability insurance 
available through United Square. Dancers 
of America (USDA). 

We received another news release 
recently "Square Dancers Care" by Jim & 
Doris Wetzel. "No one 15 more helpful than 
square dancers when it comes to families in 
need. The Chris Okon Benefit Dance was 
no exception. Chris was paralyzed from the 
waist down following an ATV accident in 
May 2002. Since Chris’ grandparents, Jim 
& Doris Wetzel are avid square dancers, it 


was decided to have a benefit dance. More 
than 160 dancers of all ages congregated at 
Marchese's Dance Land, Sussex, Wiscon- 
sin, to square dance to Bob Asp, Rockton, 
IL, and to round dance to Bob Yoerin, 
Burlington, Wisconsin. Dancers also bought 
chances on over 50 items, many contributed 
by dancers. In all, $2,345 was contributed to 
help pay medical expenses for Chris! 
Square dancers are the GREATEST!" 
Their comments tell it all about the great 
people in the square dance world. 

We recently attended a One Afternoon" 
Stand At St. Adalbert's Elementary School 
in Rosholt put on by the Stevens Point Wheel 
*N' Deal Square Dance Club. Steve Gonske 
did a super job of getting the kids and parents 
out on the dance floor. The kids had a ball! 
Can you immagine the impression that Steve 
made on this captive audience? One Night 
Stands in the afternoon at elementary 
schools work! Can you visualize the 
positive effects if every caller would just call 
one “айегпооп stand" at an elementary 
school in their home town? This kind of 
publicity money can't buy. 


It's good to have an open mind if you know what to let in. 
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The DO-SI-DO Square Dance Club in 
Bettendorf, lowa, had a Christmas Dinner- 
Dance last December when 10 squares of 
dances filled the dance floor, according to 
Doug Sprosty’s report in the Square Dance 
Caller January 2004 issue. Congratula- 
tions, DO-SI-DO's. 

We recently learned of a club 
president who sent a rather negative letter 
to all club members asking for feedback 
as to why the club members don't attend 
more club dances, etc. He was trying to 
find out what the real problems are with 
the club. In our opinion, negative letters 
and/or surveys never work. Few dancers 
will respond and those who do answer the 
letter or survey will usually not comment 
about the real problems. 

We recommend that surveys be not 
personal and not negative. Also the 
dancers being surveyed should be able to 
respond without their identity being 
known to the people conducting the 
survey. An effective survey should be 
short - never more than one page and 
should have questions that can't be easily 
answered with a “yes” or "no." The survey 
should be situational and not personal. 

Most club problems are the direct 
result of poor leadership. Poor club 
leadership can be avoided by having a 
strong nominating committee, the most 
important committee in all clubs. If your 
club president or chairman of the club 
board gets up at your club meeting and 
says: “Who wants to be president or 
chairman?” your club has a leadership 
problem. We encourage that the club 
president or chairman appoint strong 
people to the nominating committee to get 
the right people in the right position. 

We learned of another club that 
switched from the "President" form of 
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leadership to one where the chairperson of 
the board of directors is their club leader, 
This method has real merit. The dancers 
elected members to the Board of Directors 
and the directors decide among them- 
selves as to who will fill what positions on 
the board. 

We read in the January-February 2004 
IDA News, the official square and round 
dance publication of the Indiana Dancers 
Association, Inc. (IDA) that their annual 
2003 fundraisers at the Indianapolis 500, the 
Brickyard 400 and the Formula | eamed a 
total income of $18,266 from the Indianapo- 
lis Motor Speedway. Wow! Can you 
imagine the amount of marketing that IDA 
and their club members can do with this 
amount of money? John & Carolyn Cook, 
Treasurer, wrote the report, The dancers 
from 16 clubs worked a total of 3,833.50 
hours at the concession stand, the souvenirs 
stands and the lemonade stands. Our 
congratulations go out to the Indiana dancers 
and the leaders of IDA. Ives and Carol Pruett 
are the current President of IDA. 

Raising money for a good cause is easy 
and square dancing is a good cause. Why 
not explore the Indiana idea in your state or 
province? Just about every state has a State 
Pair and we are sure that they need workers. 

The Merry Mixers, Des Moines, ТА, is 
one of the clubs that refer to their new 
dancer program as "new dancer dances." 
Good job, Merry Mixers. Why not join the 
bandwagon and adopt the phrase "new 
dancer dances" instead of “lessons.”

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Many dancers seem to think "gradua- 
tion” means “the end.” They'll think: “I 
have mastered this activity, because Гуе 
‘graduated’, so now ГИ move onto 
something else, like bridge, bowling, etc.” 
Could this be another reason why people 
seem to stop dancing after they graduate? 
Isn't there a better word to use that could 
show achievement but also clearly 
indicate that there is more ahead? 

Caller Dave Guille in Cheyenne, 
Wyoming has come up with a word that 
seems to be perfect: PROMOTION. 

Dancers are not graduated, they are 
promoted. Promotion" implies that they 
are to continue with the club into the 
future, and most of his dancers do so. 

Consider if the activity would be better 
served if we replaced "graduation" with 
"promotion." If you agree, encourage your 
club to do this. 

Another topic 
Calls that are done wrong all the time, 
and no one seems to care. 

1. Recycle. Dancers are not supposed 
to use hands, but the ends invariably drag 
the centers along. 

2. Linear Cycle. Dancers are not 
supposed to use hands after the initial

Hinge, but the lead dancer on the double 
pass thru portion usually drags the trailing 
dancer across the square. 

3. Ferris Wheel. Those facing in are 
supposed to step ahead as a couple, meet the 
other couple ina two-faced line, and then do 
a Wheel & Deal. Instead the end facing in 
usually drags the adjacent dancer in a large 
semi-circle directly to the ending position. 

Question: Who gets dragged the most - 
the boys or the girls. The girls know the 
answer - it's the girls! 

From standard ocean waves and two- 
faced lines (boys as ends and girls as 
centers), the boys are dragging the girls. 
Since overall the above calls are called most 
often from standard positions, the girls are 
being dragged throughout the dance. 

Question: Why do the girls put up with 
this? Two possible answers: (1) Some think 
the dragging is how the calls are supposed 
to be danced, because they don't know the 
definitions. (2) They don't care. Why do I 
say that? Because if the girls cared, they 
would dance the calls correctly, which 
would then force the men to dance the calls 
correctly. Since most girls choose not to 
dance the calls correctly, it means they 
don't care. Sad, but true.

What a pleasant surprise to find so many 
extra write ups about the upcoming 46" 
NESRD Convention in Brattleboro, VT 
from EDSARDA and Ken Ritucci in last 
month's issue of this magazine. Yes, the

We have been ‘pushing’ the idea of 
‘new dancer dances’ instead of ‘square 
dance lessons’ for years. The Yellowstone 
Square-Dance Council calls their ‘new 
dancer dances,’ Sessions of The Introduc- 
tion of Modern Square Dance. | like their 
name and it is also very truthful - new 
dancer dances are really just “an introduc- 
tion to Modern Square Dance.” Maybe 
we should adopt their name and be a little 
more truthful about what we are selling. In 
the Yellowstone Square Dance Council 
Minutes report in the March 2004 
Grapevine issue, the following report was 
given: “Three sessions of the Introduction 
of Modem Square Dance have been held 
and were very successful. We had 10 
squares of new dancers; with the angels 
there were at least 13 squares each night. A 
questionnaire was given to the new dancers 
with a very positive response," It is also 
interesting to note that the Yellowstone 
Square Dance Council have their own 
dance hall called the Cedar Hall. 

If you are planning а visit to Yellowstone 
National Park this year you may want to 
include square and round dancing in your 
plans. Square dancing is very active in the 
Yellowstone area! For more information, 
contact Laurel Hanson, YSDC President, 
406-256-9181 or kcymadG'aol.com. 

We have emphasized the importance 
of positive and enthusiastic leadership 
many times. We recently read an article in 
the February 2004 issue of the Valley 
Circle, the official publication of the 
Fraser Valley Square & Round Dance 
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Association (ЕУЅ& КРА) that illustrates 
this kind of leadership. Peter Tamilin, FVS 
& RDA President, said it so well in his 
President's Message column. He states, “1 
believe it is important for our dancers, 
teachers and volunteers to portray to the 
public the quality, friendship and enjoy- 
ment that is central to our dancing and it 
works to promote participation of the 
public therein. Also a big thank you to the 
Promotion & Advertising Committee for 
promoting and advertising for new 
dancers on the radio and in the newspaper, 
I understand that over 100 new dancers 
were recruited.” The FVS&RDA serves 
Vancouver area in British Columbia. 

Happy Birthday, Madeline Romanchuk, 
Edmonton, Alberta. She tumed 90 years 
young recently and still dances two or three 
times a week. She started square dancing at 
the age of 70 and has never stopped. 

Looking for a special theme dance that 
provides a service to your community, 
Consider doing what the Country 
Sunshiners, Edmonton, Alberta, did. 
Susan & Sandy Manning reported in the 
February-March 2004 Promenader issue 
that their club has an annual Teddy Bear 
Dance, Teddy Bears are collected and 
donated to the EMS for their Bearamatic 
Give Away Program to those who have 
suffered a traumatic experience. Last year 
their club donated 73 bears to this very 
worthwhile program. 

The dancers chat line has been super 
busy lately. One person complained about 
the inactivity on the chat line, so we brought 
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up the new dancer retention problem that is 
hurting the activity everywhere, even the 
areas that are primarily Mainstream areas. 
The chat line got hot quite fast! We also 
mentioned the lack of new dancers to 
replace the experienced dancers who are 
dropping out of the activity because of 
health and other reasons. ВпеПу 1 told the 
audience that people are not buying the 
current entrance program because it takes 
too long to learn how to square dance. 
Unfortunately. the attitudes of most dancers 
are not changing for the better, They want 
the existing program even though few new 
dancers are ‘buying’ it, 

Back in the 8075, surveys told us that 
our two biggest problems are: “Square 
Dance Attire’ and “it takes too long to learn 
how to square dance." The dress code has 
been relaxed in most areas to a point where 
attire 15 no longer а big problem. More and 
more clubs have gone to casual attire and 
some conventions have changed their dress 
code too. 

Regarding the second problem, some 
effort has been made to make our entrance 
program easier to learn but the current 
dancers’ were quite vocal about not liking 
the changes being made. Now we are back to 
doing little or nothing to make our entrance 
program easier for new dancers to leam. 
What does this mean in real terms? It means 
that our numbers will continue to decline 
because of a lack of new dancers to replace 
the older dancers who are leaving the activity 
because of health reasons, etc. Personally I 
think most dancers do not realize the 
magnitude of the problem. The following 


figures may help get their attention. 

According to a study that we made 
using several National Square Dance 
Directories published by Gordon Goss, as 
our primary resource, the United States had 
approximately 9250 clubs іп 1983. In 2002, 
the total dropped down to approximately 
3500 clubs, The 2004 issue has approxi- 
mately 2900 clubs in the United States. 
Within two years, we lost approximately 
600 clubs. In 21 years, we lost over 6000 
clubs. Putting it another way, we are losing 
about ten percent of our clubs every year. 
The local square dance club has been the 
strength of the square dance activity and, if 
current trends continue, the future of our 
activity does not look encouraging. 

What does this tell us? It tells us that we 
lost over 70 percent of our dancers since 
1983. It tells us that people are not buying 
our product. Why - because it takes too 
long to learn how to square dance, It tells 
us something has to change if we are going 
to continue as a viable recreational 
activity. What has to change? The attitudes 
of current dancers and callers have to 
change. Putting it another way, we all have 
to realize that ‘more ts not better’. And 
when we all believe that MORE IS NOT 
BETTER AND LIVEIT, our numbers will 
start to grow.

Fed up with 
criticism by their fellow dancers, or 
callers, or whoever, they simply give up. I 
wonder how many of these people have 
left the activity because of this. Do you 
know of any? I bet you do. Know of any 
"special interest groups" or "situations" 
within our beloved activity that shot first 
and then asked questions? 

Who was it that said, "Can't we all just 
get along?" Only problem is, “we all" is 
shrinking. Might be wise to look before we 
shoot. After all, aren't we all in this 
together? You don't have to be a Democrat 
or Republican; politics sure can play hell 
with our dancing happiness. 

Next time you decide to take a trip, 
which train are you going to choose? And, 
does it really matter?

It’s time to put the spotlight on the 
men again! 

The most asked question | get whenever we 
are at a special dance is “Did you make your 
husband's shirt?" [answer “No, those shirts are 
just too hard to make, especially when you can 
add a little zip and make your partners shirt 
match your outfit will very little trouble.” Then 
the response is “How do you do those yokes” or 
“How did you make that neck facing?" 
Through the years I've found several different 
ways to add yokes, pockets, cuffs and even 
neck facings, and this technique works best for 
me but you may have your own way and if you 
do and would like to share your creativity, 
please let me hear from you. 

You can use this technique for any 
embellishments on the shirt, but let's do 
the yoke first. 

* Cut a piece of freezer paper at least an 
inch larger than the yoke. 

* Press the freezer paper to the shirt so 
you can use a Sharpie fine point permanent 
marker to trace the yoke, Remember that all 
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purchased shirts are not as perfect as the 
ones we make so it is important that you 
trace all the yoke sides. 

* Remove the paper from the shirt 
and press it to the RIGHT side of your 
design fabric. 

* Cut it out leaving at least an inch 
around the pieces and then fuse thc fusible 
web to the BACK of the fabric. 

* Remove the freezer paper and be sure the 
fusible web is on the fabric. Please follow the 
manufacturers directions for the fusible web. 

* Position the design fabric over the 
shirt yoke and fuse the fabric in place not 
fusing the edges. Trim the edges to come 
about 1/16" from the edge and then fuse it 
down completely, being careful to make 
the contact around the edges. 

You can leave as is or you can stitch 
around the entire yoke using a small zigzag or 
satin stitch. The same technique is used for the 
pockets, cuffs, and neck facing. Remember 
that if the pockets and neck facings have a 
buttonhole, then add one by re-stitching over

the original buttonhole. You can be creative 
with the pockets and yokes, ..the smartest 
тап I know likes the fancy yokes. ..the ones 
with two points on the back yoke. To make 
this happen just draw out the desired yoke 
design and then proceed as їп step 3. This is 
really an easy way to make matching yokes to 
make our outfits special. 

SPECIAL NOTE: You can just press 
this new fabric over the existing shirt part or 
you can take the time to remove the yoke, 
pocket or cuffs and replace them with the 
newly made parts. Most ready to wear shirts 
have a double yoke so this is not too hard 
but being the lazy sewer | am, ! just place 
the new fabric pieces over the old. It's not 
that bulky and I find it works very well. 

Now to make something to match our 
partners shirts. From time to time, the 
smartest man 1 know has purchased a shirt 
with a western look... you know the kind 
that the “Ghost Riders In The Sky" wear. 
Well... this takes some thinking, but it can be 
done. One of the smartest man's shirts had 
some geometric design in blues, browns, and 
turquoise on a white shirt. By using a zigzag 
stitch in the medium width, | stitched several 
rows (actually 3 rows of each color side by 
side) on the пи е around the blouse and also 
onthe ruffle of the skirt of a solid white outfit. 
І have a turquoise petticoat that really sets 
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this outfit off. After I finished the basic 
zigzag stitch, І used the only design stitch 
that always works when I want it to on my 
trusty slant needle. | tried a sample on a scrap 
of the white fabric, It looked real good. 

On the bottom edge of the ruffle I have the 
zigzag stitches (3 rows of each of the colors) 
and then where the ruffle attaches to the skint 
gores I stitched the design, which is a chevron 
type of stitch, in all three colors. I have the 
zigzag stitch on the blouse nuffle and on the 
sleeve ruffle I used the chevron design. I may 
go back and add the chevron stitch on the 
upper edge of the blouse пле for balance. 
The sleeve ruffle 15 not deep enough to hold 
any more design, it would just be overload. 
Adding the three different colors gave this 
outfit a different look and even feel to it. The 
stitching helped the blouse ruffle by giving ita 
little body and I think the color combinations 
give itan up to date look. The solid white was 
just too much of a good thing. I've wornit with 
а white petticoat, a turquoise petticoat and a 
blue one. | think the white petticoat makes this 
a more dressy look. 

Remember... you don't always have 
to make HIS shirt match YOU! You can 
be creative and make YOUR outfit to 
match HIS,

Square dancing is many things to many 
people. Square dancing has one common 
effect. It brings ош strengths and 
weaknesses. Those who object to close 
associations with people; who live by a 
philosophy of “if at first you don't 
succeed, skip it; or who insist оп 
excelling always and at all cost, will not 
stay around to become square dancers. 
Because to learn to square dance and, by 
learning to become a square dancer, one 
must like to be with other people, to “ have 
another go at it,” and to cooperate even if it 
means placing the old light under the 
bushel from time to time. 

Mistakes and square dancing are 
inseparable. Mistakes are part of the fun. 
Some have more fun than others which is 
just another way of saying that some 
people, and you may well be among them, 
will find it harder to respond quickly and 
correctly to calls than do others. The 
important thing to remember is that it 
always comes out even in the end. Time and 
patience will take care of it. The man with 
two left feet will find the other foot. And 
when he does, watch out. He will dance as 
well, perhaps better, than the lucky ones 
who had it easy during classes. If you must 
laugh at another's mistakes follow one 
simple rule. Let them laugh first. 

Square dancing requires rhythm, bal- 
ance, listening and responding to recogniz- 
able instructions. If you don't hear the 
music or what the callers said, you're bound

to spend most of the dancing time in left 
field with seven other dancers in the square 
out looking for you. A cardinal rule of 
square dancing for veteran or beginner is 
contained in the simple word, “Listen.” 
Тһе square dancers who have stopped 
learning have stopped dancing. New 
wrinkles pop up in today’s square dancing 
faster than in the electronics industry if 
your caller is a progressive caller who 
enjoys mixing up the choreography, 
Consideration for others is all-important 
т square dancing and requires a conscious 
effort, Avoid any word, act or condition, 
which might offend your fellow dancers and 
you will be happier and more popular for it. 
The rewards of staying with it, of 
listening, of being tolerant are greater than 
you realize now: Making dozens of new 
and wonderful friends; Attending festivals 
and jamborees, to after-parties, to square 
dance demonstrations; Becoming an active 
member of several square dance clubs. 
Physically, mentally, socially, one has 
profited by sticking with the square dance 
activity, we have accomplished and 
developed a deep personal satisfaction. So 
when you square up the next time 
remember mistakes are part of the fun.

Our comments have apparently been 
hitting people's sensitive nerves lately. 


Ed & Pat 

Your editorial for January "М certainly 
was no way to try to win friends and 
influence people!!! 

What a disgrace! And it was all about a 
dance in September. 

No wonder your magazine is failing! 
No one wants to be “spoken” to іп that 
frame of mind. 

Give up the whole publishing idea. It 
is about time.

Yes, we wrote in January about the 
NECCA Clinic attendance which occurred 
in September. Apparently you are not 
familiar with publishing and lead and layout 
times required to put a publication together. 
By the time we received the information, the 
November issue had already been laid out. 
We originally planned to publish our 
comments in December. Then in early 
October, our good friend Bob Osgood 
passed away. We changed our December 
issue plans dedicating much of that issue to 
Bob, making January the next available slot 
10 run our piece. 

As to your other comments - what was 
disgraceful - the truth? Unfortunately what 
is failing is square dancing which has a 
tremendous impact upon this magazine! 

We will not give up publishing because 
you disliked what we published. Censorship 
in any form stinks! 


Then in our February issue, Ed Foote's 
article regarding round dancing drew 
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several comments from our readers, Several 
were lengthy, well thought out and some 
provocative. One was down right insulting, 

Being a “fair and balanced,” 
publication, we present some of these 
letters, starting with Ed's comments and 
ending with ours. 


There have been a few responses to my 
February article about round dancing. These 
took the position that round dancing and 
square dancing are different; that in square 
dancing people learn a program and then stay 
there, either permanently or for a time, while 
in round dancing people are constantly 
learning additional steps from higher phases. 
Fine, no problem. 

A square dance caller who has his/her 
own caller-run club has the option to teach 
and use a few favorite calls from higher 
programs, because it is that caller's own 
club. Likewise, round dance cuers can 
teach steps from higher phases at their 
round dance clubs, because they control 
what occurs at that club. 

But what about an open combined 
square and round dance event, where there 
are a wide variety of people? Now the caller 
should stick precisely to the advertised 
level of the dance. Likewise, the round 
dance cuer should stick precisely to the 
announced phase of the dance, because 
there are likely people present who only 
know that phase - ie. they are not in round 
dance clubs learning other steps all the time. 
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The problem occurs with the 
ROUNDALAB system, which says up to 2 
steps from the next phase can be included in 
the announced phase. Some cuers will say 
“+ Lor +2” and announce what those steps 
are, but many do not, because according to 
the "rules" it is a Phase 2 even if it contains 
two Phase 3 steps; The blending of steps 
from the next phase is not a problem at 
round dance clubs because people expect 
this - that is what happens there. But it is a 
problem where you have people attending a 
combined square and round dance, many of 
whom enjoy round dancing but do not 
participate in a round dance club.

Dear Ed & Pat, 

You haven't gotten a good answer to 
your question because the two systems are 
so different in purpose that the question is 
not understandable. 

The two systems used for ranking square 
dance and round dance figures by difficulty 
are actually not 2t all equivalent. Square 
dance lists are for dancers and callers. The 
dancers are expected to learn all the calls in 
each level (a relatively small number) and 
dancers do learn these and can quite often list 
for you Cils in each level, especially the 
level they are working on. In round dancing, 
on the other hand, evaluating dances by level 
is pnmarily a guide for teachers. Teachers 
use the phase system to assess whether a new 
dance can be easily taught to their class. It is 
a rare dancer who can list for you figures in 
any phase, especially given that in each 
phase there are several rhythms, each with its 
own long list of figures. Dancers may 
progress much further in one rhythm (cha 
cha or jive) than-another (samba), Rules for 
combining figures are complex. Dancers 
cannot accomplish more advanced figures 
without learning, for example, physical 
skills such as contra body position and sway, 
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beyond the pattern of steps at conventions, 
grouping dances in halls by 3-4 and 5-6 is 
useful but a little artificial and when the halls 
are side by side, you see dancers switching 
halls as their favorites appear in the other hall 
— unheard of in square dancing! 

Instead of trying to compare two systems 
which are unalike, consider that square 
dancers expect and want to learn some new 
calls during an evening. A dance at which 
nothing new was learned or workshopped 
would be experienced as somewhat boring 
by many (most?) dancers. Likewise, dances 
which can be done "to cues" are usually 
boring dances. It's nice to have some around 
for parties, but dancers generally prefer 
choreography with a little more character. 
Round dancers like square dancers like to 
learn new figures, and generally prefer to 
have some teaching at their dances. Almost 
all round dances are taught to dancers at 
round dance clubs, and few dancers if any 
know or even think to inquire which figures 
in the routine are the "s. 

Square dancers who only see Phase II 
round dances, those called "square dance 
rounds," do not see a representative sample of 
round dances. A key element of pleasure in 
square dancing is surprise. A dancer hopes 
and expects to be delighted by the unexpected 
sight of his corner appearing face to face as he 
completes a complex pattem. Hardly any 
round dance choreography supplies surprise — 
at Phase II, the waltz figure "spin maneuver,” 
at higher levels of rumba or cha, the partner 
may tum away to tandem and suddenly turn 
back. But of course the "surprise" has been 
learned, practiced and is expected so the 
pleasure init is correspondingly lower, Square 
dance rounds are so familiar that all surprise, if 
there ever was any, is long gone. lam sure they 
do not look very interesting to a caller, 
However the pleasure in rounds is not that of 
surprise, and at a square dance the two rounds

between tips are refreshing to the dancer, 
clearing the mind, so to speak, for the next tip 
by having the dancer move through quite 
different figures and to a different rhythm. 

In square dancing, the caller depends on 
his dancers thoroughly to learn a complete 
set of calls so that he knows what he can use 
to build up his complex and evanescent 
pattern. The eight dancers have equivalent 
roles in the square and the more advancedthe 
dancing, the more interchangeable they are. 
In round dancing, the similar relationship is 
between the choreographer, whom the 
dancer may never meet, creator of the 
pattern, and the dancer partners, The 
choreographer depends on the phase system 
to help him choose figures to use to place his 
dance in the agreed upon teaching sequence. 
He may of course create or borrow new 
unrated figures. The cuer/teacher chooses 
dances to examine by looking, for example, 
for dances in the Phase IV category. He 
selects a dance for his group with good 
overlap between what they know and what 
the dance offers. This involves breaking it 
down and deciding which figures and 
amalgamations will be new for his class. He 
may decide first to teach another dance that 
uses some of this new material so that all is 
not taught at once. He may find that he and 
his partner need to write a dance to bridge 
this gap. Once the dance is learned, the cuer' s 
role is to remind the dancers of a leamed 
routine, There is no way he could cue 
everything which the dancers must remem- 
ber to accomplish the routine, which, in a 
more advanced routine, involves not just his/ 
her own feet, and floor pattem but insteps, 
knees, body, topline, head, sway, arms, 
hands, and the equivalent for his/her partner. 
Also, the more advanced the dancing, the 
more important the leading/following rela- 
tionship between the partners for which there 
is nothing equivalent in square dancing. 
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(well, the caller leads, the dancers follow). 

In square dancing, a Mainstream dancer 
has learned all of the calls in Mainstream. In 
round dancing, a dance is rated Phase 4 if it 
has at least 3 Phase IV figures. In other 
words, a Phase 4 dancer is working on 
Phase 4. As I said above, a dancer could 
have learned most of Phase 4 cha cha and 
some Phase 5 (those figures often used as 
“+”s) and learned only a few Phase 4 
figures in fox trot and none in samba or 
tango; in fact, this is fairly common. Cuer/ 
teachers might say “a beginning IV" or a 
"strong IV" or a "high level IV." Square 
dancers would go to workshops to work on 
the next level. Round dancers are working 
on it all the time. 

1 am sure you have heard complaints 
from round dancers about the phase system. 
Round dance leaders also debate the 
usefulness of the system and the placement 
of figures in the phases, and these 
placements can change from year to year. 
Here the systems are alike, for І am sure 
callers also argue fiercely about which 
figure goes in which level. And I have heard 
square dancers, who learned A-2 figures at 
a workshop where A-2 calls were taught 
separately and placed like raisins in a matrix 
of Plus, complain loudly when they arrived 
at an all position A-2 dance and couldn’t 
dance. For square dancing as well, there is 
more to A-2 than just learning how to walk 
through cach figure separately. 

1 hope this has clarified for you a little, 
the difference between these two systems. 
Perhaps if you visited a Phase 4, 5 or 6 
round dance club, clinic or weekend and 
observed more advanced teaching in 
progress, you would see that the two 
systems are not at all comparable.

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1 have read Ed Foote's article 
condemning the use by the round dance 
community of allowing figures to be used 
beyond а particular phase listing, | wish to 
present a comparison of square dancing to 
round dancing that will point out why that 
is considered in the best interest of round 
dancers. Just as apples and oranges are 
fruits but quite different, so also are square 
dancing and round dancing dance art 
forms, but quite different. 

Square dancing uses essentially one 
rhythm, a walking step. The figures 
involve which hand to use, and how far to 
tum the body (1/4, 1/2, 3/4 turn) (left or 
right). Once one has mastered basic 
Mainstream, all new figures are variations 
or combinations of the basic figures. 

In round dancing there are many rhythms 
of dance (Waltz, Two Step, Cha Cha, сіс.), 
and within each dance rhythm, more than one 
timing rhythm may occur. For example: In 
Two Step, in Phase II (introductory dancing) 
there are three foot rhythms in a measure of 
music (1 walk.-, walk -; 2 walk, walk, walk, 
walk; and 3 walk, walk, walk,-;) and in Phase 
II Waltz there are two foot rhythms (1 walk, 
walk, walk; and 2 walk,-, walk). Actions occur 
primarily using the body and legs for any 
rotation, with little motion of the hands or 
arms except to guide the partner. Each dance 
rhythm has its own unique style of action. For 
this reason there are only two dance rhythms 
in Phase Il. The Latin rhythms which includes 
Jive and other modern rhythms are introduced 
in Phase Ш or IV. 

How about choreography? In square 
dancing the caller 1s the choreographer. Even 
singing calls are often changed to suit the 
caller. In round dancing the cuer 15 usually 
not the choreographer. The cuer follows the 
wntten choreography which is put to a 
special record and involves a certain rhythm. 

Round dancing 15 a progressive learning 
expenence. It involves greater understand- 
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ing and knowledge of the rhythm and being 
able to perform more and more intricate 
figures that often requires control of 
balance, definite foot placement, body 
rotation and body contro! while performing 
in synch with the partner. 

Phases are artificial breaks in the 
learning process (as are the square dance 
programs) and are used as stepping stones. 
Dance rhythms may go іп several phases. 
Waltz goes thru all six phases, with a big 
difference in the performance required and 
the figures used between Phase ІІ and 
Phase V or VI. A “plus” figure in the 
choreography is put there by the writer of 
the dance either as a teaching mechanism 
for that figure or because the writer feels the 
music says it should be there. It is the 
choreographer's prerogative to use what 
figures he/she wishes in the dance. 
ROUNDALAB recommends that before 
cueing the dance the cuer inform the 
dancers of the phase and the one or two 
"plus" figures to give the dancers a choice 
of whether to join the circle or not. 

ROUNDALAB only sets the rules of 
how many figures (up to 2 in the next 
phase) that can be added before it would 
probably become too difficult for the 
average dancer. When 3 figures occur the 
dance is rated as in the next phase.

HUGH MACEY 

With the recent death of Hugh Macey — dances at the high school, 


our activity has lost another of our great, 
but silent leaders. Hugh, founder of 
Twelgren distributors and producer of 
GRENN Records passed away January 19. 

Hugh was born January 28, 1915 in 
Indianapolis, IN. After graduating cum 
laude from Harvard University, he was 
hired by B.F. Goodrich and settled in 
Ohio, working as a research chemist until 
his retirement. In 1939 he married his 
sweetheart Catie and during their 59 years 
of married life raised four children. 

He developed an interest in square 
dancing in the late 1940's and using 
records to teach. Not a caller, he used 
different sections from a vast variety of 
records to teach others how to square 
dance. Often when one of his groups 
would graduate they would form a club, 
hiring a caller, then Hugh would begin 
again to teach another group to dance. For 
a number of years Hugh & Catie taught 
square dancing for the Adult Education 
Department at the. University of Akron. 
They also were called upon for Booster 
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Hugh started the Twelgren distributor- 
ship in the mid 195075 and in 1959, he started 
the Grenn record label. Realizing the need 
for educational teaching records. Hugh 
produced a teaching series for square 
dancing - the 12200 senes and later 
developing an excellent series of educational 
round dance records for teachers or people 
who wanted to learn to round dance but had 
no teacher in their vicimty. Many Grenn 
round dance records have become classics, 
such as Neapolitan Waltz, St. Louis Blues, 
Piano Roll Waltz, Tango Mannita, 1 Wanna 
Quickstep and others. For a number of years 
their daughter Cem has helped her father 
with all the office work. 

Hugh was a charter member of 
LEGACY, the International Assembly of 
Trustees of the Square Dance Activity. In 
1992 ROUNDALAB honored Hugh and 
Grenn Records with its Distinguished 
Service award as one of the leading 
producers of round dance records and for 
his support and help to our activity over 
these many years.

Secretaries and also as Chairmen for four years. They received Legacy's Heritage 
Award for their service to this organization. 

They were involved in the formation of ROUNDALAB and served as editors of 
its publication, The Journal, and as Executive Secretaries. They were presented the 
Silver Circle Award by ROUNDALAB. 

In 1995 they were presented the Silver Spur Award by the Sets in Order American 
Square Dance Society for their "leadership, support and tireless energies directed 
toward the square dance activity." 

While raising a family of three children, they were involved in scouting and their 
church. Doc, a dentist, was involved in conventions and served as treasurer of the 
local dental society for thirteen years. Upon retiring they moved to Vermont and 
have continued teaching and cueing rounds. 

They joined the Vermont Association of Round Dance Leaders and serve as 
Secretaries/Treasurers of this organization as well as printing the Square and Round 
Dance Gazette. 

Peg is once again involved in Girl Scouting, working in public relations and is a 
volunteer at the Fairbanks Museum in St. Johnsbury. Doc is a Boy Scout merit badge 
counselor and is a deacon at the North Congregational Church. 

Doc and Peg have written several round dance routines and with Jo Y akimowski 
conduct the Pinnacle Round Dance School. 

They are particularly proud of the fact that their daughter, Barbara, their grandson, 
Paul, and their granddaughter, Crystal, are all teachers and cuers of round dancing. 

They are life members of the Square Dance Foundation of New England and are 
currently serving as membership chairmen. 

They are Secretaries and Publicity Chairmen of the 46th and 47th New England 
Square and Round Dance Conventions.

Earl & Marion Johnston have been an integral part of the square dance movement 
in New England, as well as throughout the United States, for over half a century, 

Earl started calling while still in High School in Rockville, Connecticut. In the 
early 195075, Earl made the transition from the traditional form of square dancing to 
the modern “western” style. Earl, along with Al Brundage, started the Connecticut 
Callers Association and together they ran a callers school that is still being held each 
year under new leadership. Earl also conducted caller schools and clinics in several 
states throughout the nation. 

Earl has been described as a "triple threat" caller as he ran a very successful 
program with several clubs locally. He also was a very popular traveling caller and 
certainly was in great demand as a teacher of callers. Putting back into square 
dancing some of what he and Marion had derived from the activity was always a goal 
of this couple. 

Earl was instrumental in the formation of NECCA, the New England Council of 
Callers Association, and served as the first chairman of this organization. 

Earl was inducted into the Sets in Order American Square Dance Society Hall of 
Fame in 1970. He was a charter member of CALLERLAB and has served on its 
Board of Governors. CALLERLAB recognized his contributions to our activity by 
awarding Earl their most prestigious Milestone Award in 1993. 

Earl and Marion were inducted into the Square Dance Foundation of New 
England's Hall of Fame in 1995. 

Earl is the caller who introduced the Y ak Stack speaker, that was developed by 
Erwin Gross, which made it possible to sound halls in a manner so all could hear. For 
many years the “Johnston Touch" delighted dancers as he traveled throughout the 
United States, Canada and several European countries. Earl recorded on the Grenn 
record label, wrote articles for various publications and published a very successful 
caller note service. 

The inspiration and commitment of the Johnstons to our activity has served as an 
example to all leaders. 

The New England Cooperation Committee, acting on behalf of the dancers of 
New England, is proud to acknowledge their contribution to our activity.

As | write this column | am about to leave 
for the annual CALLERLAB Convention, It 
was thirty years ago when I attended the first 
convention. Among the twenty five found- 
ing members, New England was represented 
by Al Brundage, Earl Johnston and me. The 
others from here who attended that first 
convention included several of the most 
popular callers at that time. The only other 
one still calling today is Joe Casey but they 
all were, or became, square dance legends, 
Charlie Baldwin already was one. The others 
were Jay King, Mal "Yikes" Cameron, 
Frannie Heinz, Hillie Bailey, Dick Leger, 
and Clint McLean. 

That first convention brought together a 
group of leaders among callers to address 
problems in square dancing that many people 
could see. Looking at square dancing today it 
is easy to say, as many have, that we didn't do 
a very good job of addressing those problems. 
But, if we look carefully, we will realize that 
the problems causing us trouble today were 
not the same ones we were facing then, 

The biggest problems we could identify 
then, we fixed. There were no standard 
programs. Every new dancer was taught 
only the calls their caller wanted to teach. 
Dancers, particularly new dancers, didn't 
know when they went to a dance whether

they would know the calls that caller 
expected them to know. At most dances the 
caller was teaching four or five brand new 
calls and dancers had no way of knowing 
whether they would ever hear them again. 

Those problems we fixed in the first 
couple of years. What we didn't realize was 
the consequences of the actions we took to 
fix the problems. There is something 
known as the law of unintended conse- 
quences. We didn't sce that our standard- 
ization of dance programs would lead 
callers to use those standard calls m much 
more complicated ways. The most eager 
dancers and callers welcomed the growth of 
“All Position" dancing but a lot of other 
folks got frustrated and went away 

We also couldn't know that our society 
was changing. Where a decade earlier people 
were flocking to join group activities, by 1980 
interest in those activities was disappearing. 
Recruiting started to shrink in the late 197075 
but we didn't realize it until much later. 

At this year's convention we'll still be 
talking about our problems and trying to find 
solutions. We'll also be enjoying friendships 
that have lasted for decades. Square dancing is 
one of the best ways I know to make friends. 
I hope we can find a way to let more people 
know how valuable those friendships can be.

Close the left foot to the right and change weight to the left 
foot, step to the mght again and touch the left toe beside the right foot, 
(Side; Close, Side, Touch) 

5-8 Step to the left, Close the right foot to the left and change weight to the right 
foot. Step to the left again and touch the right toe beside the left foot, 

(Side, Close, Side, Touch) 

9-16 Staring with the right foot back up 3 steps and wait for one beat. Step forward 
on the left foot and freeze in place for 3 beats and then quickly turn М left face 
on the planted left foot.

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The information given here, while 
sometimes mentioned in beginners class, 
is often forgotten by new dancers. Yet this 
information can be the difference between 
succeeding or breaking down on a call. 

1. Allemande Thar. The center four 
dancers should hold the wrists of the person 
ahead - this will keep the set together, Do 
not just put your hand into the center of the 
set and hold it upright - new dancers 
sometimes do this. Also, the dancers on the 
inside should move very slowly so the 
outsides don't have to run to keep up. 

2, Extend (from 1/4 tag). The handed- 
ness of the center wave determines the 
handedness of the resulting parallel waves. 
For example, if the starting center wave ts 
right-handed, after the call Extend the 
ending position will be parallel right-hand 
waves; if the starting center wave is left- 
handed, the ending position will be parallel 
left-hand waves. 

3. Grand Square. Use four counts 
for each four steps of the Grand Square. 
Don't rush the call. If you see dancers 
swinging their partner halfway through or 
at the end of the call, this means they have 
not danced the call correctly - they have 
rushed through with no thought for timing.

Then they have to make up the lost timing 
by doing a Swing. If Grand Square is done 
correctly, there is no time to Swing in the 
middle or at the end. 

4. Right and Left Grand. New 
dancers tend to hold on too long to each 
person when pulling by. This is annoying 
to other dancers and makes for jerky 
execution of the call. A quick snappy pull 
by is the correct method. 

5. Square Thru, New dancers some- 
times tum away from their group of four 
while doing a Square Thru, which causes an 
instant breakdown of the set. Solution: Tilt 
your head slightly toward the center of your 
group of four while doing the call. This will 
keep you moving in the correct direction. 

6. Star Thru. Girls, do not raise your 
left hand up too high; bring it straight out 
from the side of your head. Also, offer some 
resistance with your arm - stiffen it a litte. 
These things will enable you to do a much 
smoother and more precise Star Thru. 

7, Swing Your Partner. There are 
two keys to doing this call smoothly. (1) 
Both dancers should lean back from the 
waist. This makes the рага stable unit and 
keeps them in balance. (2) Look at your 
partners eyes or forehead. This will

prevent you from getting dizzy and will 
also aid in maintaining balance. 

8. Turn Thru. After the turn half, 
make a good distinct pull by using a full 
step. There is a tendency to want to retain 
your hold with the person you have turned, 
as though this person were a security 
blanket; without a good firm pull by there 
is a good chance the square will break 
down on the next call, because it will be 
difficult for dancers to see their position. 

9. Wheel Around. This will almost 
always be called during a Promenade, 
where the caller will say “heads (or sides) 
Wheel Around.” New dancers often 
break down here, because they forget 
whether they are heads or sides, and by

the time they remember, it is too late. 
Solution: Any time the caller says 
"Promenade, don't slow down," it is 
almost guaranteed that the next command 
will be for someone to Wheel Around. 
Therefore, when you hear "Promenade, 
don't slow down," start saying to yourself 
what you are (“I am a head" or “I am a 
side"). Now you will be able to react 
quickly if you are the couple told to 
Wheel Around. 

Remember: Wheel Around involves a 
couple, working as a unit, turning around 
180° to the left to face the opposite 
direction. lt is important to remember this, 
because Wheel Around can be called from 
positions other than a Promenade.

Does the square dance activity have a 
marketing problem? Does the square dance 
activity have a money problem? Does the 
square dance activity have a leadership 
problem? Does the square dance activity 
have a product problem? Is square dancing 
for everyone or is square dancing just for 
the “dichards?” We will briefly address 
these questions this month, 

Does the square dance activity have a 
marketing problem? Square dance does 
have a marketing problem, however it is not 
our major problem as I see it. For all practical 
purposes square dancing is still America's 
hest kept secret. Recently, we traveled by car 
to Indiana to attend a wedding in Indianapolis. 
When we entered Indiana. we stopped at the 
state run visitor's center to see if we could get 
information about square dancing in Indiana. 
We were hoping that Indiana would have a 
“Where to Square Dance in Indiana" brochure 
at their visitor's centers like we have in most 
visitor's centers in Wisconsin. We asked the 
lady at the information desk if she knew of any 
square dancing going on in the area, especially 
in Indianapolis. She tried so hard to find 
something about square dancing in Indiana 
forus, We hadto settle for a copy of last year’s 
booklet about activities in Indianapolis. 

Does the square dance activity have a 
money problem? Every activity could use 
more money, especially to do more 
marketing. However, it is my opinion that 
the square dance activity does not have 


serious money problems. Many state square 
dance organizations have large balances in 
their checking and savings accounts. 7” 

Does the square dance activity have 
a leadership problem? I would have to 
say "yes" in regard to today's leaders 
lacking the vision of where the activity 
was, where it is, and where it is going. Too 
many of today's leaders in the activity are 
assuming that they know our problems 
rather than trying to learn our real 
problems in the square dance activity. 

Does the square dance activity have a 
product problem? Itis my opinion that we 
definitely have product problems. Why do I 
say this? Every year, thousands of clubs 
graduate a group of new dancers and then 
welcome them into the real world of square 
dancing. A good number never come back 
to à square dance after their graduation 
dance. They had enough. A few stick 
around for another year. Within three years, 
most new dancers are gone. Only one or two 
die-hard couples are actively dancing. If we 
did not have product problems, we would 
not be losing most of our new dancers 
within a three year period. 

Is square dancing for everyone or 
square dancing just for the *diehards?" 
You decide. It is my opinion that square 
dancing is not for everyone, but is for more 
than just the “diehards.” The majority of our 
population should be square dancing and are 
capable of square dancing. Back in the 7075

Y ou make the band by just cutting a strip of 
fabnc at least 2 inches wide and the 
measurement across the bottom of the 
towel. Fold under М inch on the two long 
sides and press. Place the strip of fabric on 
the towel and stitch in place by stitching 
close to the edge. Turn under each end and 
stitch in place. You can even use a 
decorative stitch to attach the band.

ments are really easy to do and you won't 
need any fancy stitches unless you want to 
add something extra. The prettiest ones 
were done using à cream colored towel set 
and the embellishment was a length of lace 
ina matching color. The lace was stitched to 
the towel so that the edge of the towel and 
the lace were even. You only have to stitch 
the lace at the top and again you can use a 
basic straight stitch or use one of your 
decorative stitches. 

This towel set was finished off by 
adding a small bow made by using 'Á inch 
satin ribbon. | also saw towel sets with a 
beach mouf using small cut out fish and 
shells from fabric with that theme, What a 
nice personal touch to give as a bridal gift. 
There are many ideas to personalize 
towels. You can even purchase the initials 
and stitch them to the towels. One word of 
advice... make sure that your embellish- 
ment is washable, and oh yes, purchase 
extra wash cloths when buying à set of 
towels as the wash cloths will always wear 
out first.

Thinking Inside the Box 


So often we hear the phrase “Think 
Outside the Box." The inference of that 
phrase is that someone — some authority — 
has created a box that restricts our thinking 
and creativity. In business and government, 
especially, there are parameters that are laid 
down and the organization expects its 
employees to stay within those parameters. 
In most cases those rules were developed to 
protect the organization and the employee 
from making terrible mistakes. 

In square and contra dancing, we have 
some very strict miles, too. Obviously, 
among those strictures are music structure, 
the figures that can be called at a given time. 
etc. Otherwise, we are encouraged to try to 
think of new ways to do things. How long 
classes should last, the teaching order, how 
difficult to make the choreography, the 
style of music. The strictest rule im square 
dancing is the formation. If a dance is called 
a square dance, most of the dance should be 
done in square formation (please excuse me 
if | ignore the round dancers for the 
moment). We now must think inside the 
box. The challenge is to be creative within 
the square formation. 

Quite frankly, it is that formation that 
makes the dance interesting. What can we 
do with such a strong restriction. In the 
dance world in general, we are coming off a 
time of no restrictions to dance — get out on 
the floor and do whatever feels good: No 
rules. Here is an analogy that the poet 
Robert Frost came up with (he applied it to 
another subject, but it works beautifully 
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here). Dancing without some rules is like 
playing tennis with no net. It's easy to score 
points, but what is the fun. The challenge is 
to have a court of certain dimensions and 
the obstacle of the net and still score points. 
We also want an opponent of about our 
ability: If the opponent is too good, there is 
no fun because we're always chasing the 
tennis ball that went flying right past us. 

In square dancing, our "opponent" is 
the caller, We have the rules, and the caller 
had better play within the rules, Also, the 
caller should be of about our ability. If he/ 
she is "too good" — that is, he/she knows 
too much complex choreography and likes 
to show off his/her knowledge — the 
squares break down. If the caller is not up 
to the dancers' ability, the dance feels 
repetitive and boring. The only way either 
side wins is for both sides to win. But 
rather than think of callers and dancers as 
opponents, we should think of them as 
teammates who complement each other 
for the fun of the dance. 

So the trick is to use the restrictions of 
the square to be creative. Hence, the 
quadrille. The term “quadrille” comes from 
the French for square. Square dancing is a 
direct denvative of contra dancing. 
According to my sources, contra dancing 
began on the town greens of England, then 
moved into the courts and palaces. Visiting 
French dignitaries found the dances 
enchanting and took them back to France. 
Some creative person(s) saw that the line 
formation dances could be danced in 
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squares, and so invented the quadrille. 
Quadrilles are prompted, as contras are, and 
they use actives, as contras do. A quadrille 
can be a single dance which repeats a 
pattern of figures with each of the couples 
being the actives. Also, a quadrille can be a 
set of (usually) five dances of different 
styles, music, and figures. 

Quadrilles delight in using simple 
figures 1n unique ways so that the figures 
feel fresh and exciting each time they are 
danced. Some quadrilles rotate the ladies, 
some rotate the men, and some have no 
partner rotation at all. The joy of quadrilles 
is in dancing unique figures to good music. 
People who dance quadrilles and contras 
well, also dance modem squares well 
because they are aware of the music and the 
importance of dancing smoothly and well. 

Here is one of my favorites which 
comes from “А Yankee Caller’s Clipboard." 
Either do this dance four times through, or 


add an opener, break and closer. 
Milton Quadrille 
Intro: ----, head ladies chain to the right 
l-8: ----, four ladies chain across 
9-16: ----. new head ladies chain 
to the right 


17-24; - - - -, four ladies chain across 
25-32; - - --, four gents star left 34 to 


comer 
33-40: - - - -, - - swing comer 

41-48: -- - -. promenade back to the 
49-56; ----,---- 

57-64: ----, head ladies chain to the left 


There is nothing inherently difficult in 
the dance, but it is confusing. The first two 
times through the figure, the head ladies are 
the active dancers (and the head ladies are 
whoever is at the head position at the time of 
the call), while the sides are the inactives. 
Since the call is given to the head ladies, the 
side ladies must counter-dance, or do the 
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opposite. The head ladies chain to the right. 
therefore the side ladies must chain to the 
left. Then all four ladies chain across. At this 
point, the original side ladies are in the head 
position, so when the new head ladies chain 
right, all of the ladies are chaining in the 
opposite direction of the first time. When all 
four ladies chain across the second time, they 
are chaining back to their onginal home. The 
first half of the dance is a big zero. 

The second half of the figure has the 
men star left 34 to the comer. As the men are 
finishing the last courtesy turn, they simply 
reach their left hands into the center to make 
the left hand star. But instead of going all 
the way around, the men go only 34 to swing 
the comer. The last 16 counts of the figure 
are to promenade once around to the ladies’ 
home. The result is we get the surprise of the 
men rotating instead of the ladies. The 
confusion comes from the ladies changing 
identity as head or side each time they chair 
and the men change identity each time they 
star to the corner. 

The other factor that makes such a 
simple looking dance difficult is that there 
is no forgiveness in the music. Every beatof 
music is accounted for, so if a dancer goes 
the wrong way it is difficult to recover to get 
to the right place, Dancers get a real thrill 
out of finishing this dance exactly with the 
music and at home. 

So, think inside the box. Many creative 
people take on tasks with many restrictions 
just to see how creative they can be within the 
restrictions. We do not need many basics to 
create variety; we do need imagination and 
creativity to work well within the limitations, 
As one great philosopher said, "True 
freedom is learning to dance in chains."

What’s In a Name? 


105 funny how you can dnve by 
something everyday on the way to work and 
not notice things in route. But, if you have a 
traveling companion with you one day, they 
will point out something that has been there 
and you should have noticed but didn’t. 

Sort of like Caller Education. For many 
years now CALLERLAB has had a caller 
taining program with “CALLERLAB 
Accredited Caller-Coaches." The list of 
these coaches is not very long considering 
the amount of callers throughout the world. 
But, | would suspect, this is a good thing. 

For those of you who are not familiar with 
this program, or what a “CALLERLAB 
Accredited Caller-Coach" 15, 1 will explain, 
These particular individuals are expenenced 
callers, proven and tested over time in their 
knowledge of the calling activity, in all phases 
of calling. To become an accredited caller- 
coach by CALLERLAB, these individuals 
have to pass a very lengthy written exam and, 
if successful, have to take an oral exam with 
two already accredited caller-coaches. This 
exam could last 3-4 hours in length. 

In regards to this exam, virtually all 
aspects of caller training is discussed in 
detail. The student should be able to describe 
how he/she would handle certain situations 
and also to show their knowledge in the field 
of calling. 

I personally commend all the 
CALLERLAB Accredited Caller-Coaches 
for having gone through this rigorous testing 
system. The system was designed to "bring 
out" the callers who can effectively lead the 
training of newer students. This group of

individuals ts not an “all-inclusive club.” Any 
caller, who successfully meets the require- 
ments to take the test, can make the effort to 
become CALLERLAB Accredited. It's sort 
of like the old saying “many were called (no 
pun intended) but few were chosen,” 

It is not easy to pass these tests. It is an 
accomplishment that one should feel good 
about should they become successful. This 
accreditation also helps add credibility to 
the "art of caller training." It is open to 
anyone, and if someone wants to truly help 
newer callers, or any caller for that matter, 
then by all means they should look into it. 
Notice how | said “truly.” Because, like 
anything in today's society, there are those 
who like to "get around the system" fortheir 
own personal gain. 

Before | discuss these tactics by those 
out there who envision making money or 
personal fame off of an established, time- 
proven system, let me first say that no one 
is required to be a CALLERLAB 
Accredited Caller-Coach to train other 
callers, Nothing can stop anyone from 
helping another caller. It is done all over 
the world, and usually with good 
intentions and results. 

In fact, when you think about it, before 
CALLERLAB Accredited. callers to. be- 
come “Caller-Coaches,” there was plenty 
of caller-training going on. Many of the 
current accredited caller coaches were 
trained by leaders who were not “accred- 
ited," because there was no formal program 
at the time. So, it is possible to be an 
excellent "caller-trainer," (I know several)

without being accredited. It all had to start 
somewhere. This is also not to say that only 
those accredited caller-coaches are the 
“imperial authority” and “best of the best” 
when it comes 10 training. 1 would say, 
looking at the list, and knowing these 
individuals, that they are damn close to it by 
today's standards. There are hundreds of 
callers throughout the world that have just 
as much experience and knowledge as these 
accredited caller-coaches, but for personal 
reasons we will never know, choose not to 
enter into the program, 

And that is fine too. The system was 
designed for those who might want to 
branch out in their calling careers to add 
caller training to their repertoire. The 
CALLERLAB Accredited Caller-Coach 
program is a time-tested, well established 
and professional program which has added 
a great deal to the integrity of caller training 
throughout the world. 

However, there seems to be a “new 
breed" of caller trainers popping up that call 
themselves *'caller-coaches." Гат not quite 
sure what this means. | know what it means, 
but what is its intent? Let's look at both 
sides of this "self proclaimed title." On one 
hand, you can say it is an experienced caller 
(one can only hope) who ts training callers 
and wants his/hers prospective students to 
know that they do train callers, И could very 
well be a true professional who can "ace" 
the CALLERLAB — Accredited Caller- 
Coach test if they wanted to, but for reasons 
unbeknownst to us, choose not to. Or, 
perhaps they aspire to become 
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CALLERLAB accredited, haven't gotten 
around to it as of yet, and want to see how 
the words "caller-coach" looks next to their 
name, Who knows? 

On the other hand, they could be 
individuals who have this personal ambi- 
tion to satisfy their ego (do callers have 
egos?) and want to teach other callers and 
make themselves look important with this 
tile. Some are now running caller's 
schools. That could be scary. The original 
"caller-coaches" did not have titles, first of 
all, they didn't need them back then and 
second of all, there was no established 
program for accrediting callers to train 
other coaches as there is today. The cynic 
may say these individuals are just 
circumventing the system for personal gain, 
and that may well be true. So, it's like 
anything in life, "buyer beware." 

In the end, does putting this title before 
the name of a caller as a "caller-coach" hurt 
the activity? I don't believe so. However, 
we do have an established system now. One 
which should be given more credit than it 
probably is. Every Tom, Dick and Jane can 
spring up around the country self 
proclaiming themselves as “caller-coaches” 
just so they can teach someone. That 
doesn't make it right, nor does it make it 
wrong. But. from a professional point of 
view, if someone wants to really get “into 
the business of training callers," they 
should use the established routes which 
hundreds of dedicated professionals before 
them worked very hard to establish for 
everyone's gain.

We are trying something new in the 
Midwest to encourage more participation of 
ош of state dancers at each state's square and 
round dance convention. Each state's 
publication is printing full page ads and 
registration forms for the other states 
conventions on a "no cost to the conventions" 
basis (reciprocating ads). The states involved 
in this marketing effort are: Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota and Michigan. 
Cooperative marketing is probably the wave 
of the future.

of the specifics concerning. the decline of 
clubs as well as dancers because the change 
is gradual. A club here folds and a club there 
folds; a dancer here quits dancing and a 
dancer there quits dancing. And only when 
you look at the big picture does the statistics 
stand out and get our attention. The Square 
Dance Directory has loads of information 
and could be the resource for a major study 
of the decline of modern Western Square 
Dancing as we know it today. State and 
provincial organizations could do a study of 
their respective state or province by 
studying their state's or province's listing in 
several issues of the National Square Dance 
Directory. If you are not getting the 
National Square Dance Directory, you are 
missing a very valuable publication. They 
even offer lifetime subscriptions. 

Modem Westem Square Dancing 
(MWSD) is here to stay and the activity will 
never retur to traditional square dancing. 
However, MWSD needs an overhaul or at 
least a major tune-up. MWSD has too many 
calls in its entrance programs. Mainstream 
where there are Mainstream clubs & Plus 
where there are no Mainstream clubs. The 
problem of too many calls is made worse by 
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callers calling Mainstream and Plus from 
all positions. And what happens’) The new 
dancers vote with their feet and leave the 
activity. Why? Because square dancing is 
more of a continuous learning activity 
rather than a fun activity that many can do 
and enjoy. Only the “die-hards” stay. If this 
is what our leaders in the activity want, fine, 
but don’t expect to see any positive changes 
in our numbers, Continuous decline will 
continue until major changes are made. 
Some state that the “one floor concept” 
called square dancing is the answer. No, itis 
not the answer because the new dancer sull 
has too many calls to learn. The current 
Community Dance Program (CDP) is what 
square dancing will eventually look like as 
we see it. Some say, well let's go with the 
CDP concept. Unfortunately, CDP is an 
excellent solution to the activity's problem 
but this solution does not have the 
acceptance factor from callers as well as 
most of today's experienced dancers which 
is needed to get CDP to be a viable solution, 

Solutions to real problems nced to have 
high quality factors as well as high 
acceptance factors of those involved in the 
solution. Putting it another way, the current

dancers and the current callers need 10 be 
involved in the problem solving process so 
that the solutions will be accepted by the 
current dancers and current callers. 

Earlier i mentioned that dancing needs to 
be fun. If we asked ten different dancers what 
their definition of fun is, we would get ten 
different answers. Many current dancers 
probably feel that a dance has to have some 
vanilla Pius calls in it m order for it to be fun. 
Some dancers really want to be challenged 
by the caller m order to have fun. What is 
your definition of fun? What is my definition 
of fun? Maybe we better go to Mr. Webster 
to get his definition. According to Mr. 
Webster, the primary definition of fun is 
“what provides amusement or enjoyment." I 
guess that definition leaves nothing out - 
what you enjoy is fun, 

As you can see the picture gets quite 
complicated. One would have to break 
down the "fun" activities into individual 
and group activities, Fun to Carolyn and me 
as round dancers is to dance Feelin' 
successfully. As square dancers, our fun is 
having a good time, having very few 
breakdowns, dancing to the beat of the 
music, and seeing smiles on most faces of 
the other dancers. Also, we don't want to be

able to predict the next call for most of the 
night. We don't like workshops at any 
dance - we are at the dance to have fun and 
learning new stuff is not fun as we sec it. 
We don't like all position dancing. Why? 
Because most dancers, especially new 
dancers, can't до APD, So if most dancers 
can'tdo APD, we should not be calling ADP. 
Dancers HATE when squares keep breaking 
down tip after tip because of "unusual" 
calling. The dancers want calling in the usual 
way so let's give them what they want rather 
than what the caller thinks the dancers want. 
As always our goal is to stimulate the 
thought process. We are not being positive 
or negative in our observations - just 
telling it like it is as we see it. Change is 
inevitable if we like it or not. So maybe we 
should start accepting and supporting 
change for the betterment of the activity. 
Till next time, happy dancing!

At the Square Dance Foundation of NE 
annual meeting in May | donated а set of tapes 
that I had made of a class ] taught іп 1962. As 
1 made the tapes Ї sent them, each week, to a 
former member of my club who had been 
transferred to Bermuda, He used them to start 
the Mid-Ocean Promenaders club there 

On the tapes | found an answer to a 
question asked by one of the students that 1 
thought you might find interesting. The 
question was “How many calls do we have 
to learn?” Remember, this was 1962. In my 
answer 1 gave not just a number but also 
some philosophical/practical advice that 
may be as valuable today as it was then, 
Here's what | said: The list that ат going by 
in teaching is one that | made up myself and 
it has about thirty-five figures on it. This is 
by no means all of the figures in square 
dancing. But it is the group of figures that 
makes up well over 95% of square dancing. 
There will be new things that will come 
along as you dance more when you get out of 
the class, graduate and dance with 
experienced dancers and to different callers. 
You will, occasionally, be dancing along 
and everything's going well. Then, all of a 
sudden, you hear a call you have never heard 
before in your life. You don't have any idea 
what it means. What do you do now? You 
hold up two hands and hope that somebody 
will take hold of one of them. Or, the whole 
floor will collapse in a heap and the caller 
will stop and explain what's going on. 

Now, he may not. If he doesn’t, there are 
two possibilities. Either, most of the floor got 
through the action and your set was one of the 
few that didn't, in which case you'll learn it the 
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next time you run into it. Or, and this is more 
likely, the entire floor collapsed іп a heap and 
the caller was 100 new at calling or too 
inexperienced or wasn'i good enough to 
realize that It’s his responsibility to stop and 
explain so that people can dance. There are two 
approaches to calling. One is the caller who 
feels. that calling is a cooperative venture 
between the dancers and the caller, that his job 
is to try to make the dance interesting and yetto 
keep everybody moving through the figures as 
much ashe can. The other attitude on the part of 
callers, and there are some who feel this way 
about it, is that calling is a challenge and a 
competion between the dancers and the 
caller. They feel that the dancers stand down 
there and say "OK buddy, you call it and we'll 
dance it. And he says “Oh no you won't!" and 
proceeds to prove it. 

It's an unfair game. Any caller, no matter 
how new he is at it, no matter how recently he 
took a microphone in his hand for the first 
time, can lose the most experienced dancers 
inthe world in about three calls. All he’s got to 
dois make a slight calling blunder, which they 
will never notice, but it will make it 
impossible for them to dance the figure. Or he 
can call perfectly simple material that they 
can’t do. Any caller can lose any dancers any 
time he wants to. You don’t have a chance. 
The real skill of calling ts to be able to make it 
possible for you to get through the figures. 

That's what I said and, although we 
now use a larger number of calls, the 
attitudes that | described seem still to be in 
place today. I don't think the caller/dancer 
relationship is a competition but there are 
still some of each who do.

Helen will 
be travelling back to Haiti in July to take the 
clothing to the children. What a great feeling 
to know that we are able to provide 40 little 
ones in Haiti with maybe their only new 
clothing they may ever have. 

We, several women in our church some 
who are non sewers, met to begin the 
cutting oul process and it seems that, as 
usual, | don’t always do things according to 
the rules. For one thing we had to make 
good use of the fabric that we had, 
placement like fitting a puzzle together, 
another, | don't use pins. In the case of us

just that 






cutting out the fabric at church 1 used what 
was available for weights, that’s what I do 
at home, use weights. I have several baby 
food jars filled with buttons that I use as 
weights on the pattern. At church I used the 
silverware, knives to be exact, as the 
weights for the cutting process. All this led 
me to remember a previous article on how 
“I Don't Follow the Rules." | hope you 
enjoy this article. 

As I was beginning a sewing project it 
came to me that | really break a lot of sewing 
tules. Not that sewing has a lot of niles...

directions whenever he (we) get a new 
gadget to put together. 

| don't cut away the excess pattern 
tissue from the pattern. This takes time! Oh, 
yes and remember to cut away the entire 
black line on the pattern, this is how the 
pattern will fit together, not black line to 
black, but, piece to piece. 

Ido follow the suggested fabric given on 
the pattern, after all, these are the experts. 
They should know what fabric type to use 
and not use. Follow their advice and save 
yourself some heartache. For instance if the 
pattern calls for a drapable fabric and you 
have your heart set on a firmer feeling piece. 
it just won't be what you expected. І һауе 
proof in my closet (don't tell the Smartest 
Man). One is a wrap skirt that 1 thought 
would have a softer feel and hang better 
after washing. Boy was I wrong. It kept its 
shape, too much. It has a mind of it’s own, 
won't move at all and I could almost bet you 
that it crinkles when I bend. 

1 do use fusible interfacing but sometimes 
Гус gotten in a hurry and it has bubbled on me. 
When this has happened ! usually take stock 
on “what the heck did I do wrong" and try this 
quick fix. Press to soften the fusible. then 
gently рай the layers of face fabric and fusible 
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apart. Allow to cool and to dry, You won't be 
able to repress, but the fusible interfacing will 
now feel like a sewn in one. Be very careful 
how you press the garment if it is washable, 
Use a press cloth so the heat won't be so 
intense. You may have to repeat this process 
over again with each pressing. Also remember 
to always buy the brand name sold on bolts not 
the precut sold in plastic bags. The precut is 
usually sold for crafts not for garments. 

1 do purchase the thread and all the 
notions I expect to use for the piece of fabric 
when 1 purchase it. Right now I must have 
four or five different shades of what I thought 
was the correct shade of pink, or fuchsia, or 
scarlet or.... anyway, | thought my eyes 
could be trusted to match the correct color 
from memory. At least buy the thread to 
match then if you need other notions you can 
carry the spool of thread (or a length of the 
thread) with you instead of taking a swatch. I 
sometimes carry a zip lock bag in my 
handbag with several lengths of thread taped 
to a sticky that has the yardage and what 
notions 1 need. This doesn't take up much 
room and you never know when vou will find 
yourself in a fabric store. 

Hope some of these will be useful,

LET’S GIVE THEM 
A REASON 


As many of you know, we were good 
friends with Bob Osgood. His publication 
contained many interesting articles which 
he allowed us to share with you. 

Here’s one from his Sets In Order 
Workshop that originally appeared in 1959 
and is still meaningful today. 

Forthose clubs who will be hosting "fun 
nights," you just might want to make a re- 
print of this available to your potential new 
daners. It has been revised ever so slightly 
from the original for today's world. 

THERE is a time in teaching when a 
caller lays out certain proven rules of square 
dance courtesy to his new crop of 
enthusiastic new dancers. Many times these 
statements are accepted without a question 
because they come “. . . from our teacher, 
and he/she should know ..” However, 
occasionally you may leave a question or 
doubt in the newcomer's mind that may 
stay there until it 15 answered to one's 
satisfaction. Though many of these answers 
are obvious you might like to check the 
following against the ones used. 

Q — Why should men wear long 
sleeved shirts and why should the ladies 
steer clear of bare midnffs and play 
dresses, shorts and slacks when they 
square dance? 

A — In the first. place it’s the 
thoughtful way to dress. When we exercise 
(and you must admit that square dancing is 
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exercise) we give off a great deal of heat in 
the form of perspiration. 

Somewhere along the line someone 
decided that either the man or the woman 
should have his arms covered as protection 
so that there would be at least one layer of 
cloth between arms in the forearm swings. 
Obviously the men lost and it's accepted 
good taste today for the men to come to 
square dances in long sleeved shirts. Another 
important point we might bring out here is 
that although clothes do not necessarily 
make the square dancer they certainly don't 
hinder his attaining that goal. Full skirts, 
western pants and shirts and gay colors seem 
to transpose a person rather miraculously 
from the atmosphere of a bank, an office, the 
mail room, the plumber's shop or the 
cartoonist's studio into the pleasant world of 
square dancing. In a sense, this is his uniform 
or costume. Full skirts help form the stars 
while you're dancing. You may not realize it 
now, but the more you dance the more you'll 
appreciate the fun of dressing the part. 

Q — How long must we attend 
instructions before we're ready to go out 
and dance with our more advanced 
dancing friends? 

A — In a way square dancing is like 
driving a car. Until you сап react 
automatically under many conditions of 
driving — or dancing — you are a 
beginner, a learner, a student. Being an 
accomplished dancer isn’t just “how 
much" you know. It's “how well" do you

TIPS FOR BETTER DANCING 


The purpose of these tips is to enhance 
your dancing pleasure. Dancers who 
follow these rules find they dance more, 
stand less, and m general have a more 
enjoyable dancing experience. 

TAKE HANDS WITH THOSE 

STANDING BESIDE YOU. 

This should be done immediately after 
completing any figure, to enable you to see 
the formation you have (line, wave, etc.) 
when doing the next call. 

A. Hands should be joined very 
quickly, which means within 1/2 second 
after the completion of any call. Failure 
to join hands after a call will often result in 
sloppy lines or waves, which could cause 
the square to break down before or during 
the execution of the next call. Many 
dancers break down on calls they know 
simply because they do not have hands 
joined and thus cannot sec their formation. 

B. Elbows must be bent when hands 
are joined. If arms are outstretched when 
hands are touching, the set is much too 
large to operate smoothly. 

HOW TO AVOID 
BREAKING DOWN. 

A. Believe the caller. Often dancers 
will stop cold if a caller tells them to do 
something and they do not understand 
why. Forget worrying about "why" and 
just do as the caller says. Refusing to 
execute a given command will cause the 
square to break down. 


B. If the caller gives a call you have 
never heard, or a call for which you 
forget the definition, do not give up and 
quit. In the vast majority of cases the caller 
will tell you how to do the call after the 
name has been given, especially if it is not 
one of the Mainstream or Plus Program 
calls. Even if you have never heard a call, 
if it is not complicated, there 15 no reason 
for inability to do the call if the caller talks 
you thru it. 

C. If you want to help someone who 
is lost, use hand signals. A very effective 
method is to point to the spot they should 
be occupying. If you talk, you could cause 
yourself and others їп the square to miss 
hearing the caller give the next call. 

D. If you are positive you have done a 
call correctly, do not let someone who is 
unsure of the call make you change your 
position. This will keep the square moving. 

E. Experienced couples should be 
across from each other when squared 
up, never adjacent, if aset consists of two 
experienced couples and two inexperi- 
enced couples. This will give cach 
inexperienced dancer an experienced 
corner, and will provide each side of the 
square with experienced dancers when 
doing calls. 

F. Keep your head raised, This lets 
you see what is going on. Many people 
dance looking down at the floor, and thus 
are out of touch with the set as a whole.

3-4 Grapevine in line of direction. (Left foot step left, right steps behind left, 
left step left, close right to the instep of left foot with only right toe 
touching floor.) 


5-6 Strut four steps in reverse line of direction starting on the right foot

7-8 Grapevine in RLOD. (Right foot step right, left behind right, 
right foot step right, touch left toe to right instep. Quickly fudge to right 
hand star position with partner.

There have been a few complaints on 
the internet. about Education sessions of 
interest being scheduled at the same time at 
the National in Denver. Maybe it is time 
that we video tape all education sessions at 
the National and make the videos available 
to the square dancing public. Much effort is 
put into the education sessions at the 
National and it is a shame that all the good 
ideas that are discussed are lost forever. The 
videos would also be very helpful to the 
ARTS people as they try to make 
improvements in our activity. Video taping 
the education sessions and marketing them 
would be an excellent ongoing project for 
the USDA people. I believe CALLERLAB 
video tapes their education sessions at their 
convention. This idea is worth followup by 
our National leaders. 

One of this year’s education sessions at 
the National is The Future of Square 
Dance. This session will probably be the 
most important session at the convention in 
my opinion. It is my opinion that the 
activity has to change if we want the activity 
to start growing again. Also, it is my 
opinion that we want to retain all new 
dancers - not just the “die-hards.” 

More and more state, provincial and 
area associations are thinking outside the 
box as an effort to recruit more new 
dancers. This is great! However our real

problem is RETAINING NEW DANC- 
ERS. Most new dancers are totally gone 
within three years with the greatest loss the 
first ycar. These new dancers get frustrated 
with the difficulty of square dancing and 
vote with their feet. Everybody knows this 
but nobody wants to do anything about it. 

Little or no effort is made to help the 
new dancers in their transition from their 
new dancer dance experience to the real life 
dancing at club dances. Most callers will 
not change their calling to accommodate 
the new dancers. 

Most Mainstream clubs have at least 
one Plus tip during their typical dances. 
Maybe the Plus clubs should have an 
Advanced and even a Mainstream tip 
during their typical Plus dances. Personally 
I detest all mixing of programs during a 
dance. If it is a Mainstream dance it should 
be all Mainstream. 

Concerning rounds at square dances, I 
firmly support that only one Phase II round 
be danced between square dance tips in place 
of the usual break. This policy of only one 
round and no square dance program mixing 
makes it easier on the new dancers, They will 
lose no opportunity to dance if clubs adopt 
this policy. 

We are in the middle of the work 
involved for Wisconsin's 45^ Square and 
Round Dance Convention which will be

held on August 6, 7 & 8 and we know too 
well the amount of volunteer work that is 
done. The efforts of the people putting on 
all state, provincial and especially the 
National Square Dance Convention are to 
be commended, There has been some 
criticism about the efforts of the people 
putting the National Square Dance Conven- 
tion on the internet. My advice is before you 
criticize their efforts get involved in your 
local convention so you know first hand of 
the scheduling problems, etc. We salute the 
workers who volunteer their services for all 
conventions. Without your efforts there 
would be no convention. 

The future of square dancing has to 
better accommodate the solo dancers, We 
went to a dance recently where about half of 
the dancers were solos. Fortunately the 
dancers made sure that everybody had the 
opportunity to dance. Our attitudes towards 
solo dancers has to improve. After all, 
usually one member of a square dancing 
couple will eventually be a solo dancer.

It 
means that more and more callers will be 
going back to their basements for small 
group square dancing. The trend has 
already started and will continue unless we 
change our attitudes towards new dancers 
and solos.

Leadership 15 a word that many people use 
without ever thinking that it might involve 
them..We think of the President, corporate 
chairmen, officers in military services and lots 
of other folks as leaders. | have even heard 
several of you recognize that many of our 
square dance clubs have closed for lack of 
leadership. But do you ever ask yourself if you 
should show a little leadership? 

I don't mean that you have to take over 
and run everything, just that you might be 
willing to share the load. We have learned 
that society has changed. Folks no longer 
want to accept long term commitments, 
"They'll send a check but don't ask them to 
show up on a regular schedule - for anything. 
That might interfere with something else they 
wanted to do that day. 

That reluctance to show up regularly is 
one of the reasons we have trouble recruiting 
for square dance classes. It is also the reason 
that we have trouble getting folks to 
participate in the management of modem 
square dancing. If you're on the committee 
you are expected to show up for the meetings. 
These days it’s hard to replace the older folks 
who have been showing up for meetings for 
many years. We once had a regular 
succession through the offices of caller 
associations, square dance clubs, EDSARDA, 
NECCA and NECORTA. Today, with rare 
exceptions, the officers of all these organiza- 
tions have been in the job for a long time. We 
need new blood. We need you! 

I can hear the screams from here. “I don't 
have time for that." “Гуе got a family to 
raise." "I have to clean up the yard on 
weekends." The excuses go on and on. We 
who have held these jobs know what your 
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problems are. We had them 106, Now, we're 
too old to have the family commitments. We 
are the family commitments, We're retired so 
we don't have to go to work all week. We 
know what you mean. Nearly every caller in 
the 198075 did the equivalent of two full-time 
Jobs. Club officers had families then, too, but 
they came to the meetings that kept the club 
operating anyway. Some also served modem 
square dancing as officers of the organiza- 
tions | mentioned. Lots of them worked for 
four or five years on convention committees. 

These days its sull many of the same 
people serving for the third or fourth time. 1 
see some younger callers advertizing their 
services - but I don't see many of them at the 
caller association. meetings. | see some 
younger dancers, too, but | don't see many of 
them helping with club management or at the 
CO-OP meetings. 

Let me say strongly that there are some 
clear exceptionsto my general observations. 
But they are few and far between - and we 
are very grateful for them. When we hear all 
the talk, however, about the future of square 
dancing, it does cross my mind that folks 
who aren't willing to put their shoulders to 
the wheel probably don't deserve to ride in 
the wagon, 

Гуе said over and over again in this 
column that particularly modem square 
dancing is one of the most wonderful ways to 
make friends. That's certainly true even 
today as it has been for the last four decades at 
least. One of the elements of our great activity 
that contributes to the creation of friendships 
is the contact we get while working with other 
folks toward a common goal. Join in, you 
might make a new friend,

Our church has been involved in a 
sewing project that included the cutting 
and sewing of 32 boys uniform shirts and 
over 200 shift dresses for girls in Haiti. 
With the humming of sewing machines 
came some down time when a machine 
just plane quit sewing. Years and years ago 
the Smartest Man 1 Know (husband Sam) 
and | owned a small sewing machine store. 
Needless to say | learned to repair minor 
troubles on various machines. This 
knowledge came in handy these last two 
months as various machines were brought 
to me to fix up. I have listed some things 
that can cause problems and are fixable by 
just checking the following. 

— Unthread the machine and remove 
the bobbin. Check the bobbin. If it seems 
to be wound smoothly and evenly, fine. If 
itis not, wind another bobbin, making sure 
it winds evenly. Y ou can use the thread on 
the removed bobbin for another time or 
hand sewing. 

— Remove the old needle and insert a 
new one, making sure the new one goes in 
the way the old one came out. Needles can 
develop small rough spots (burrs), which 
can fray and break your threads. They can 
also be bent ever so slightly as you pull the 
thread out to cut at the end of your 
stitching. A bent needle is an accident 
waiting to happen. 

— Take a good look at the bobbin area, 
the tension disks, and the area underneath 
the throat plate. Following the instructions 
in your owner's manual, carefully clean 
out any lint, fuzz, or dirt in these areas.

= What thread are you using? Stick 
with a good quality, name brand thread. 
There are several on the market; you may 
need to experiment to find the one that 
works best in your machine. Stay away 
from the specials that discount stores 
carry; most folks report problems with 
those. Also, make sure your thread is not 
very old; old threads are more likely to fray 
and break. A good check is to pull off a 
length and see how easily it breaks. 

— Are you using the same thread in the 
needle and the bobbin? In most cases, in 
your everyday sewing, you want to use the 
same thread in top and bottom, although 
there are a few exceptions (as when doing 
machine embroidery). 

— Are you using the right needle for the 
job? Needle sizes and types vary from very 
fine (thin) needles for use on delicate 
fabrics to large needles designed to sew 
through several layers of upholstery 
weight velvet, to special purpose leather 
and embroidery needles. Change needles 
often, and keep a stock of your most 
frequently used needles on hand. Needles 
are a comparatively small expense. 

— Is the stitch size appropriate for the 
fabric? Use a larger stitch when sewing 
heavy fabric; remember that the thickness 
of the fabric will take up thread. 

— Does the machine need oil? Check 
your manual for the manufacturer's 
recommendations and instructions. If oil is 
required, use a good quality sewing 
machine oil, available in the notions area 
of your fabric store or from your sewing 
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machine dealer. 

— Are the feed dogs (those little teeth 
where the needle goes into the machine) 
moving the fabric smoothly? Newer 
machines have an option to lower the 
teeth, make sure the teeth are fully in the 
raised position. 

— Now, re-thread the machine. Keep 
your machine manual open next to you and 
follow the instructions step-by-step, even if 
you think you know how to thread the 
machine. Do some plain straight stitches on 
a piece of medium-weight fabric. One of the 
ladies doing the sewing for our Haiti project

know, and how automatically do you 
react, to the things you’ve been taught. 
Learning your first allemande left and 
grand nght and left was a great deal more 
difficult for you in the beginning than 
some of the more complicated square 
dancing basics you are now learning. The 
reason is simple: You're learning to 
“think” square dancing. The more practice 
you have, the more smooth will be your 
reaction time. Now it's just a case of 
preparing you, in a relatively short period 
of time to dance confidently with folks 
who have been at it for several years. Be 
patient, The main objective in teaching 
you is to prepare you well and then to 
release you to the square dance world 
knowing that you can hold your own so 
that you will be an active part of this hobby 
for a long time to come, 

Q — What's this bit about square 
dancing and drinking not going together? 

A — There are still those people who 
think modern day square dancing and the 
old time barn dance are one and the same. 
They think of the roughness, the jug on the 
floor and believe that that's what square 
dancing 15 today, It’s been a long, hard 
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was just re-threading her machine in a hurry 
and was missing one of the tension disks. 
The stitches should look the same on both 
sides of the fabric. The top thread should 
not show on the bottom, the bottom thread 
should not show on the top. Uneven stitches 
usually indicate the tension is out of 
balance. Adjust the tension a little at a time; 
one small move can make a correction. 

If you still have a problem, you might 
consider having the machine profession- 
ally serviced.

road but thanks to much proving and a 
great deal of diligent work this misconcep- 
tion is disappearing. Church halls, public 
playgrounds and school buildings are put 
al our disposal.

Then, too, 
it may seem to some folks that there are 
activities that need extra stimulation to 
make them interesting. Not so with square 
dancing. The interest, for you and all of the 
others in the square with you, can only be 
dimmed if square dancing and liquor are 
mixed.

New dancers 
are intelligent people. If you're not sure of 
the answers to any of their questions don't try 
to pass it off but let them know that you'll 
find out, then follow through. The next time 
that you make the statement you'll be able to 
back it up with the reason why.

Spinach and Cheese Appetizers 


1 pound frozen filo dough 

1 onion, finely minced 

I clove garlic, finely minced 

1 Tbsp. olive oil 

1 (10 ounce) package frozen chopped 
spinach, thawed 

% Cup Parmesan cheese 

8 ounces shredded mozzarella cheese 
1 tsp. chopped fresh parsley 

1 egg, beaten 

V» Cup melted butter 


Thaw the filo dough according to the 
package directions. Sauté the onion in the 
olive oil in a large skillet. Drain the 
spinach and squeeze dry. Add the spinach, 
Parmesan cheese, mozzarella cheese and 
parsley to the skillet. Cook until dry, 
stirring often to mix well. Let the mixture 
cool and mix in the beaten egg. Cut the filo 
sheets lengthwise into thirds. Cover with a 
damp cloth or paper towel to prevent 
drying and cracking. 

Place 1 filo strip on work surface and 
brush with a small amount of melted 
butter. Place a teaspoon of spinach filling 
at one end of the filo strip and roll as for 
jelly roll. Place on a greased cookie sheet. 
Repeat the process with the remaining 
ingredients. Keep appetizers covered with 
another damp cloth to prevent drying. 
(Appetizers may be frozen at this point and 
stored in plastic bags.) Remove the damp 
cloth and bake at 350 degrees for 15 
minutes. Serve hot. Recipe makes about 
45 appetizers,

way. Because, after time is spent recruiting 
new dancers for the initial ten weeks, time 
has to be spent recnuting more new dancers 
for the next ten weeks and then one more 
time after that. Not to mention that the 
initial ten (provided they haven't quit) need 
to be continuously educated in more calls 
on the Mainstream Program às the second 
and third "wave" of students moves along 
in the program. 

Some have argued about the difference 
between thirty weeks of lessons and the 10- 
10-10 program which. if my math serves 
me correctly, adds up to thirty weeks. Some 
argue that "in theory," the 10-10-10 
program is a great idea, but in orderto teach 
all of the calls on the program, it still will 
take somewhere between 25-30 weeks. 
And then there is the Plus program, but, 
that's another story for another ume, 

The argument for the 10-10-10- 
program is that it allows the dancers to “get 
into the activity” sooner so they can go and

dance. Where, | am not sure, but that’s what 
they say. From what I can remember from 
the old days, once you were 1n beginner 
lessons, you already were "in the activity." 

Let's understand here, that with the 
economy having "passed by" our beloved 
activity at least for the past fifteen years 
now, everyone needs to try new things in 
order to stimulate growth. The 10-10-10 
program is a good example of it. Square 
dancing, like all other social events, is 
suffering because of the economy, technol- 
ogy, competition for people's time etc. All 
the things you have heard mentioned over 
and over again. There are no easy answers. 

Just from a New England prospective, 
and you can be rest assured, with very few 
exceptions, this is happening everywhere, 
including overseas, clubs are losing dancers 
for various reasons.

More than three decades ago I organized 
ап invitanonal square dance group. At the 
time there were several such groups, You 
had to be invited to јот. Most of them 
focused on using a wider-than-usual group 
of calls. At the time we were inventing new 
calls at rates of more than thirty every month. 
The group Red Bates called for was called 
Expenmental Squares. 

My group was different because we used 
only the most standard calls. n fact, in the 
mid-1970's the calls we used were, with few 
exceptions, adopted as the Mainstream 
Program. We did use that limited set of calls 
in pretty unlimited ways and we had none of 
the stop-and-go action that is so common 
today. The group included many of the best 
dancers І have ever known. 

The schedule card that I made up for that 
group included this statement on the cover; 
GOOD SQUARE DANCING IS achalleng- 
ing variety of pattems made up of calls the 
dancers know well, rhythmic movement that 
matches the dancers' steps to the beat of the 
music, [and] the smooth flowing motion that 
results from correct timing of the calls, 

I still believe that this is a fair definition 
of good square dancing. Some would argue 
with the limitation that the dancers must 
know the calls well. But these days nearly 
every dancer expects to know the calls on the 
program at the dances they choose and 
would little tolerate a caller who used an 
unfamiliar call without teaching it. Unfortu- 
nately, the second two requirements in my 
definition are not generally available and 
haven't been for a decade or more. 

Many of todays callers have never 
experienced genuinely smooth dancing. 
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They don't even know that the dancing they 
are seeing ізігі smooth. For the last couple 
of decades we have concentrated on making 
dancing ever more complicated even 
without introducing new calls. 

I have been criticized many times for my 
emphasis on dancer success. Many dancers 
say they enjoy being challenged and I have 
no doubt of that. We have configured 
modern square dancing as a screen for 
selecting mostly people who do enjoy 
challenge over music and smoothness. The 
only dancers we have left are those who 
enjoyed the challenge enough to stay with it 
even as the other two aspects of good 
dancing disappeared. 

We are facing a crossroads. In the past 
we have discarded most of those who came 
to give square dancing а (гу. As we enter the 
season for recruitment of new dancers we 
would do well to think about what we are 
offering and what we went through on the 
path to becoming dancers. Most of you are 
dancing today because some experienced 
dancers mentored you through the transition 
from class to club/open dancers. 

We pace our classes way too fast for 
most people. Miss two in а row and you are 
done. If you don't get there in the first three 
weeks, we won'tlet you in because we have 
to get to the end by April. We can no longer 
afford to throw away interested customers, 
The biggest block on the road to a 
successful future for square dancing ts the 
tunnel vision of those now involved. They 
cannot imagine that it can be any way other 
than the way they did it. Unless we find a 
way to make it easierto join us, there will be 
no us to join.

With a chill coming it’s time to 
think of a light caver up 

Last Christmas I made several of 
these, one for my daughter, grand 
daughter, myself and an altered 
version for my mother who ts bed 
ridden. These are so simple that you 
can actually make one in several 
hours. If you want to do any fancy 
embroidery or appliqué that is your 
choice. For my mother’s, I just used 
different decorative stitches 1n coor- 
dinating colors. 

Wash and dry sweatshirt to 
eliminate any shrinkage and to get 
knit to lay the way it will forever (some 
sweatshirts twist off grain and if you 
cut before washing you may ALWAYS 
have a front that leans to one side or 
another), also some iron-on’s won't 
stick to the sweat shirt fabric unless 
they have been laundered. 

Fold shirt matching shoulder 
seams and under arms and mark

center front.

mark the center front I sew two rows 
of stitching one inch apart from thi

neck to the bottom. You can also sew 
narrow twill tape or old satin ribbon 
down front using 3 rows of stitching 
so both fronts will stay the same size. 

Cut up center between stitches or 
tape or ribbon. 

Finish front with bias tape, 1-1/2 
inch wide grosgrain or fabric strip 
sewn to edges and turned into inside 
and stitched down creating a facing. I 
don't use any method of closing but if 
you want a zipper front: sew the 
zipper to this strip (2 lines of stitches, 
one near teeth and other at edge of 
zipper tape) and then finish by 
stitching the fabric facing to the body. 

Time to embellish, square danc- 
ers know what that means, embroi- 
dery, trims, and/or appliqué. Use 
your imagination and have fun!

I use bias tape at neck and the 
bottom (the sweatshirt ribbing is 
ALWAYS tight at bottom and pulls 
shirt open) but leave the ribbing on 
the sleeves. If you want no ribbing on 
the finished garment bottom and 
sleeves, check length of both before 
removing. I found one jacket too short 
without bottom ribbing and sleeves 
are way too long when the ribbing is 
removed. Both sleeve ends and 
bottom edge can be finished same as 
front if the ribbing is eliminated. 

I add an angled patch pocket made 
from coordinating fabric, usually the 
same fabric as the bias binding. 

I used a cotton print fabric to bind 
the front of my favorite sweat 
cardigan. I did it the same way I 
would sew quilt binding, cut a bias 
strip 2-3/4 inches wide and length of 
front plus seam allowance. I folded 
the strip in half and stitched it to the 
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vanilla and lemon juice. Then add the 
eggs, one ata hme. Str in the bananas, би! 
all dry myredienis, add lo wet ingredients, 
айетиатар withthe sourcream, Feld in the 
nuts, Bake in two greased (ur spray wrih 
nonstick coating) loat pans at 350° for 50- 
55 minutes. 

Note: When | have bananas that look 
over-ripe, and 1 don't have time to bake the 
breads right away, 1 take the bananas and 
put them in the freezer, skin and all. When 
Гат ready to bake, 1 thaw the bananas, and 
they are nice and soft, so there ts very little 
mashing to be done.

The one I made for my mother 
who is bed ridden is almost like a 
bed jacket, (any of you remember 
those) it needed to be shorter...I just 
cut off 3 inches from the bottom and 
proceeded with the bias applica- 
tion. These wash like a dream. 
With the ribbing left on the sleeves 
this little cover gives a warm 
feeling over her nightie. 

These make excellent gifts with 
little effort and the recipients 
response that I've gotten I will 
make different ones this year. One 
request I received is a white sweat 
shirt embellished with spring time 
flowers.

Also contrary to your cartoon, 
caller Bill Ackerman, having a 
scientific education, decided not to 
operate the electrical sound system 
while standing in the water, increasing j 
the chances that Bill will be available 
to call the Pool Dance next year. 

After multiple Plus tips (no round 
dancing) in 4-5 foot depths for three 
squares of dancers, Bill called a star 
tip at Plus for two squares in the deep 
(over your head) water. Then it was 
back to the shallow water for an А2 
tip with two squares (not all the same 
people as the deep water “dancers”).

In this area modern square dancing has 
set the standard. Either you learn to dance 
the Plus Program or you will not be 
welcome. Yeah, | know, we do offer an 
occasional Mainstream dance and you 
could settle for dancing half the night at an 
alternating-üp dance, but to be welcome 
you had best know the Plus calls. 

Learning to dance those about one 
hundred calls well enough to be welcome 
in many squares will take a couple of 
years. The learning process isn’t too 
painful. In fact, in many groups it can be 
fun but you won't be a "full" member of 
the MWSD community until you've put in 
your onc hundred nights of dancing. While 
you're learning you will also, of course, be 
expected to work for the club by serving on 
some committee and by bringing refresh- 
ments several times. 

There is beginning to be some 
discussion of another way. Some callers 
have agreed that they can call an OK dance 
- at least for new dancers - without all those 
calls and without all that obligation. They 
know, as I have been saying for more than 
а decade, that square dancing can be fun 
without the long learning obligation and 
without all those lessons. The problem 
they're facing is how to keep the existing 
experienced dancers from putting it down, 
It would be wonderful if the experienced 
dancers could help recruit but they, quite 
understandably, then want the folks they 
recruited to join them in their groups - and 
that's gonna take the long training period. 

Right now we don't have very many 
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groups or callers experimenting with an 
easier program but 1 expect the number will 
grow. It has 10 or MWSD will go away. 1 
have recently learned that there are 
somewhere near twenty million people 
alive today who have participated in 
modem, club-based square dancing. All but 
a handful of these have tried it and left. Most 
left before the end of their second year of 
dancing. That means they left before they 
learned well enough to be accepted in the 
“good” squares at most dances. 

И we had made those folks more 
welcome it seems likely to me that more of 
them would have stayed. Once upon a time 
we recruited lots of people. From that crowd 
there were enough “hard core" committed 
dancers to fill our clubs. Today we don’t 
have аз many recruiters out there and we 
have lots of competition - most of which 
doesn't ask you to study fortwo years before 
you are comfortable playing the game. 

If some caller or club decides to try a 
different approach to square dancing, 
consider how you can help. We had better 
find some way to lake better care of the 
people who do try our product or ours will 
go the way of the buggy whip and the 
wringer on your washing machine. I don't 
know what form of our product we can sell 
but | know without a doubt that the onc 
we've been trying to sell forthe last decade 
has a very limited market. 1 also know that 
we have the world's most adaptable 
recreational. product - if we could only 
imagine it in some form other than the one 
we have forced it into,

Homework is the name of the game: 
analyzing a dance before presenting 1! 

It may be a bit obvious that to presenta 
dance to dancers, the caller or cuer really 
should know what is in the dance and what 
и means. 

There are far too many callers and 
cuers relying on reading the figures (or 
memorizing them) without understanding 
what they are saying. ГІ give a couple of 
examples. In one case, a contra cucr 
bought a record and tried to present the 
dance without ever having read the cues 
before getting on stage. It was not a 
difficult dance and, since all of the dancers 
were experienced contra dancers, had he 
just announced the name of the dance, 
everyone would have danced it without 
cues. It took three or four mis-starts before 
someone yelled out the name of the dance. 
At that point everyone just danced and did 
not pay any attention to the caller, 

In another instance, a caller at a state

asked why they couldn't dar She 
became extremely angry that she couldn't 
just read the cues and have everyone do 
them. She finally asked another caller to 
explain what happened. 

As dance leaders we need to know what 
the calls and cues do to dancers. Round 
dance cuers must know what direction the 
dancers are moving, what foot they are on 
and what their body position 15 in relation to 
their partners. Square dance callers must 
know what formation the dancers are in, 
what hand is available, how much the 
dancers (both men and women) have been 
rotating іп а given direction (watch out for 
over-flow), etc. 

The same is true for contra callers. 
Some dances are very deceptive, and what 
looks easy on paper is not easy for the

dancers. Before we get on stage, we need 
to analyze the dance to know exactly 
where all the tricky parts are and how to 
teach them so the dancers will be 
successful. Here are two samples: 
Formation: Alt Dup 
Circle left М 
Swing the one below and face down 
Formation: Becket 
Circle left 34 
Swing the one below and face down 

What is the difference? The wording 
here is identical in terms of commands to 
the dancers (though I admit I would never 
call either of these without giving the 
dancers more information). In the first 
sample, the actives are crossed, so the 
circle is done with the couple below (or the 
inactives). At the end of the circle, the 
active man 15 now in the opposite linc and 
is facing his partner. After the swing, there 
are lines of four facing down the hall with 


all dancers with their pariners. іп the 
second example, there are no actives 
because the Becket formation is couple 
facing couple. The circle ts done with the 
couple across, not below, and the men end 
up in the same line they started in, but the 
ladies are in the opposite line. Instead of 
facing their partners, they are facing their 
corners (or neighbors). [This is the starting 
position of the previous example.] After 
the swing, there are lines of four with all 
the dancers with their corners. 

Here is another example: this is the dance 
that our first bozo caller tried to call cold.

hall to be in position to join right hands 
with the actives, 

Each balance is four counts, and so to 
balance twice takes eight. Then everyone 
turns by the right (a man and a woman) a 
full turn, leaving all the women facing 
down the hall and all the men facing up. 
Then the men, still turning in the same 
direction, turn alone to face down the hall 
with the women, There now should be 
lines of four with the women on the men's 
left. All promenade down the hall four 
steps, then the centers wheel — that is, the 
center man and the lady on his right, wheel 
as a couple, while the ends turn alone. 
There are now lines of four facing up the 
hall, but there are two men together and 
two ladies together. The cast-off 34 is just 
like a standard cast-off in square dancing. 
Here comes the zinger. Boy-boy, girl-girl

right and left thru. If the caller does not 
know the dance well, he/she will be caught 
completely flat-footed when trying to 
teach a same sex right and left thru. (One of 
the tricks is not to use hands — simply pass 
thru, keep shoulders close to each other 
and wheel around.) 

Queen Victoria is a classic traditional 
dance and is a favorite with contra dancers. 
It is not hard, but it does have a couple of 
tricky spots, which if taught well, give 
dancers a real sense of accomplishment. 

Here is another sample.

We are presented with the same opening 
problem as in the other example, who is 
active? In this case, the odd numbered 
couples (1, 3, 5, eic.) are active and crossed 
over. The beginning of the dance is really 


quite simple. The actives go down the 
outside past two standing couples, then come 
back up the inside to their own inactive 
couple, with whom they cast-off 34. There 
are now long lines of standard couples, cach 
man has his corner on his right. That makes 
the two nght and left thrus standard. Lines 
forward and back relies on the dancers 
feeling the music and going forward four 
steps and back four steps. The next 
command is to the men, but the ladies must 
do their part also. It is “with the lady on the 
right dosado," therefore, the ladies must 
dosado with the man on the left. That 
happens to be the same person they did the 
courtesy tum with. Here is where it gets 
tough. The cues look easy, everyone starts a 
square thru with someone of the opposite 
sex, BUT everyone is "half-sashayed" so 
everyone must turn the "wrong way," or at 
least, the way they are not used to. The square 
thru also takes 16 beats instead of the square 
dance 10 beats. At the end of the square thru 
everyone is facing out, and the actives can 
just step forward and tum down to go down 
the outside. The inactives must tum around 
to be ready to cast off with the actives. 

On paper the dance looks very easy, 
but the dosado and the square thru will 
leave dancers feeling disoriented. If the 
caller is well prepared for those spots, he/ 
she can instruct the dancers and help them 
through. 

Homework is the name of thc game.

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TIPS FOR BETTER DANCING 


Неге are more hints to give you success 
in the square. 

HOW TO AVOID 
BREAKING DOWN 

A. Keep the set small. Touching 
hands immediately after each call 15 one 
way to accomplish this. Large sets break 
down much more often than small ones. 

B. Always have your set lined up with 
the walls. Often a set will become slightly 
offset from being lined up with the walls: 
now a Cast Off or other turning motion may 
cause some people to become disoriented. 
If the caller has the square Promenade and 
has the heads or sides Wheel Around. it is 
quite likely the set will not be lined up with 
walls. Solution: Take it upon yourself to 
make slight adjustments on the next two or 
three calls to get the set aligned with the 
walls. One person can cause the entire set tà 
adjust, so you be this person. 

IF YOU BECOME 
COMPLETELY LOST 

A. Do not turn around. This will 
make it difficult for someone behind you 
to help you recover. [t is much easier to 
guide someone into place by guiding them 
from the back. 

B. Turn your head in all directions to 
see where you should go. If someone says 
to turn around or you see that you should 
turn around, then do it. Otherwise, retain

your facing direction. and let. someone 
guide you into place. 

С. Do not wander around. Stay рш 
until someone either guides you into place 
ог directs you to go to a certain position. 
Do not be surprised to receive this help - 
expect that you will receive it and be ready 
to respond to it quickly, 

IF YOUR SQUARE BREAKS 
DOWN, GET TO FACING LINES 
Do this by squaring your set and then 
have the head couples slide to the nght to 
form normal facing lines of four (each boy 
witha girl on hisnght). Now watch the other 
squares. Often the caller will get the squares 
back to facing lines several times before 
finally getting to a Left Allemande. When he 
does get the floor to facing lines, your square 
can now pick up the next call and you are 
dancing again. You may not finish with your 
onginal partner or comer, but you arc 
dancing and that ts the name of the game. 

This will not work every time, as 
sometimes the caller does not bring people 
back to facing lines before a Left Allemande; 
but it works often enough to be worth doing. 
In fact, many callers will intentionally bring 
people back to facing lines in order to pick up 
those who have broken down early. If you do 
not accept this opportunity to resume 
dancing, you may have a long stand until the 
next Left Allemande.

We must make every effort to let them 
enjoy square dancing without frustration, 
and we must let them win often enough to 
have the feeling of success, We must some- 
how teach them to listen without letting 
them feel that a mistake ts a bad thing. We 
must show them that a smooth style of danc- 
ing is more important than knowing every 
figure. We must Ict them know we are glad 
they are there. All this is no small order, but 
we must succeed if our dancing is to sur 
vive. These are things we can remember that 
will help us accomplish this: 

1. Always wear a sincere smile. 

2. Always wear square dance attire but 
avoid elaborate clothes. 

3. Be ready to hop into a square quickly. 
If you plan to sit alone on the sidelines all 
evening, you'd better stay home. New 
dancers are embarrassed if you sit and 
watch them. 

4. Appear eager to dance with the new 
dancer at all times. You do love it, don't you? 

5. Don't give the the new dancers instnic- 
tions during the dancing. They can become 
confused, not knowing whether to listen 
to you or the caller.

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6. If a new dancer hurts you by being 
rough, simply say “OW” loud enough so 
they hear you. If asked about it later, you 
then have the opportunity to explain in 
what way that will be more gentle. 

7. Encourage the new ES 
dancers to wear comfort- 
able clothes, but do not 
insist they buy square 
dance attire until they 
truly want to. 

8. Remember, frustra- 
tion is the greatest block 
to learning. Avoid letting 
our new dancers become frustrated when- 
ever possible. 

9. Always remember that you were once 
a new dancer. Was there someone who was 
especially nice to you? 

The new dancer is looking up to you 
to lead the way, so when you go to a be- 
ginner night, dress as carefully as you

Usually I get scolded for having too much swinging when I'm calling, but recently а 
couple came up to me and asked for a dance that would employ a lot of swinging. Well, 
here is what I offered them and they had a ball. It is called - - - 


SISTERS FORM A RING 


Formation: Square 

Music: A hoedown preferred. 

Routine: 

First couple, balance and swing. 

Out to the couple on the right, and circle four. 
Two little sisters form a ring. 

Go to your partners, and everybody swing. 
Circle four in the middle of the floor. 


Lead-off couple, take two more. 

Circle six and all get fixed. 

Three little sisters form а ring. 

Go to your partners, and everybody swing. 
Circle six and all get fixed. 


Lead-off couple, take two more. 

Circle eight and all get straight. 

Four little sisters form a ring. 

Go to your partners, and everybody swing. 
Circle eight and all get straight. 


Round and round and round you go, 

And break that ring with a do-si-do. 

And promenade home. 

Repeat: Second, Third and Fourth couples lead out. 


EXPLANATION 
All calls in this dance are self-explanatory, except: 


“Two, Three or Four Little Sisters Form a Ring.” The ladies join hands, right to left, 
in the center of the set and circle to the left. 


“Go to your partners, and everybody swing." When the ladies are even with their 
partners, they drop hands, go to their partners and swing with a waist swing.

I tell you once 1 get my mind set on 
something... | just keep at it until... well, 
what I'm getting at 1s about a year ago I 
tried to find an honest to goodness pattern 
for the popular RUMBA sleeve that you 
see on most of the ready made outfits. 
Seems that everywhere you look, you see 
these sleeves on blouses and dresses. 
When we were at the Nationals, they were 
everywhere, on the mannequins, in the 
fashion show, even on the Square 
Dancers,....there they were, but NO 
pattern could be found for these popular 
sleeves. I asked all the vendors that had 
any patterns and none could be found. By 
the way patterns are becoming scarce, so 
when you sce a vendor with some patterns, 
it is a good idea to go ahead and make a 
purchase right then. Well, I came up with a 
simple way to make the RUMBA sleeve. 
Please let me know if you have found a 
pattern or if there is a better way to make this 
sleeve. You use a raglan sleeve pattern but 
with these modifications... 1 use ап old 
McCall's& pattern #6332 and have made 
one with the Authentic Pattern # 318. 

Alter the pattern width by eliminating 
at least 3-1/2 inches. This will result in a 
column for a sleeve base. Please be sure 
you test this on some scrap fabric (here's 
where that stash of leftovers come in 
handy.) Make a sample sleeve just as if 
you were using the GOOD fabric. Believe 
me, this might save you some heartache or 
a quick run to the fabric store if you ruin 
the GOOD stuff. The sleeve will need at 
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least 4 Rumba Ruffles per sleeve. Measure 
the width of the new sleeve pattern and add 
6 to 8 inches to that measurement. If your 
sleeve base is 19 inches then your ruffles 
need to be about 27 inches long by 4-1/2 
inches. Remember you will need 4 per 
sleeve. Go ahead and now finish the raw 
edges, ie. hem and top of ruffle. Loosely 
gather the ruffle and sew on to your sleeve 
before you attach the sleeve to the bodice, 
Place the first ruffle and then layer the next 
ruffle and the next and so on being sure to 
cover the previous ruffles top edge. This is 
similar to placing multiply ruffles on a 
skirt. You start at the bottom and work 
your way up. Finish your sleeve and see if 
this is the length you need and make your 
adjustments. This may sound complicated 
but once you have your basic know-how 
down then you can make these sleeves 
without much trouble. The sample sleeve 
you made from the scraps will come in 
handy to rework if needed. Well, I didn't 
stop there...| took the whole thing apart, 
once | got it just right, and made my own 
pattern from the pieces. Now this will save 
me time and much thinking....]s this 
right? Is this the right length? Did | 
remember to eliminate enough width? 
You will have to do some reworking but in 
the long run you will have your very own 
RUMBA SLEEVE Pattern. I’m told that 
this is called re-engineering a pattern and 
many books have been written about the 
right way to do this, but this is my way. 
Hope it works for you.

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Now some talk about fitting а pattern. 
Try on, try on, try on! This is my mantra as 
I sew. Even though use the same tried and 
true patterns over and over again 1 am 
always mixing a sleeve here or a bodice 
there. The best way to keep away those “1 
think I ruined it blues” is to try on as you 
sew. If you can invest in a full length 
mirror for your sewing space, that way you 
can try on and do your fitting as you go. 
Once | used the front of one pattern with 
the back of another. The back had darts on 
the shoulder back that made the front arm 
hole just not work. By trying on as it was in 
progress, I saved this outfit from landing in 
the “I can’t wear this” pile. Sometimes it is 
best to pin in place with the wrong sides 
together. That way you can repin easily 
and not have to pin and repin after you 
have taken it off. You can take a nip or tuck 
or even let it out and repin while still on 
your body. No matter how many 
measurements/alterations you take, noth- 
ing beats putting it on and making it fit the 
way you want. 

Please don't do what I did. I purchased 
some border fabric, my favorite, they 
didn't have enough of the companion 
fabric but 1 bought all they had anyway 
‘cause І knew since this was a chain store 
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1 could probably find it at another store 
location. Well 1 did locate it and purchased 
the length of fabric I still needed. Guess 
what? Different dye lots. I even prewashed, 
and prewashed, and prewashed the two 
pieces of fabric, hoping that they would 
match up somehow. They didn't. What | 
should have done is to return the first 
piece, most fabric stores will take it back if 
it hasn't been cut or altered іп апу way, and 
purchase the total amount at the store that 
had the amount I needed. I didn't and now 
I will have to set my sights on a different 
use of this fabric. Remember dye lots are 
all not the same from store to store or even 
in the same store. Be sure to check the 
colors carefully. Oh yes, and be sure to 
pre-wash or pre-treat all your fabric, this 
will save much heartache after you've 
made that special outfit, laundered it and 
you guessed it, it is a different shade or 
loses some of its shape. The worst scenario 
is to have it shrink. I really don't 
understand how something can shrink 
each time it is laundered. Why, if this 
would work for me | would be in the water 
two, three, even four times a day. Think 
about it!

brochures and maps a display was created 
to tell the thousands of dancers who attend 
the convention that Vermont too has danc- 
ing opportunities, In 1997 the Vermont As- 
sociation of Western Style Square Dance 
Clubs agreed to have its own separate dis- 
play.

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| have just come home from the 
NECCA Clinic. This is an annual event 
sponsored by the New England Council of 
Callers Associations, The Theme this year 
was “Brainstorming Into the Future." It was 
a full day session and featured a panel 
discussion led by Mike Jacobs and Betsy 
Gotta from CALLERLAB апі the 
Gatchells’, Graybills’ and Beckmans’ from 
our own area. 

We had an extended discussion about 
the current state of modem square dancing 
and what can be done to improve our 
prospects in the future. Those who came are 
very obviously the folks who care about the 
future of our activity and are willing to give 
some of their time and talent to assure that 
we have a future. 

For the past several years at the clinic 
there have been about twenty callers most 
of whom have been involved for several 
decades. I was pleased to see this year that a 
few of the leaders of the future were among 
those present. The clinic was organized by 
Jay and Sandi Silva and Darrell and June 
Sprague. Patty Greene, current chair of 
МЕССА. was there as was Don Bachelder. 
| was disappointed that only one newer 
caller, Al Rouff, chose to attend. 

It seems that many who enter the fteld of 
calling these days seem to believe that they 
should be hired by clubs that have been 
established by others. They feel no 
responsibility for the future of square 
dancing. That attitude will surely guarantee 
that the future will be less than bright. If there 
are to be clubs in the future, some of the 
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younger callers will have to share in the work 
of building, or at least sustaining, them. The 
way we have done things in the past will not 
carry us into a successful future. 

At the clinic we heard a presentation by 
Brian Beckman of the SAGE Swingers of 
Brunswick, ME. He told of a club that has 
more than doubled its active membership 
in the last four years. That accomplish- 
ment required some changes from the way 
things had always been done. It also 
required cooperation between the caller 
and the club. Unfortunately, many of the 
callers who might help other clubs to 
follow that path to success were not there 
to hear about it. 

АП callers who are members or 
associates of NECCA Associations re- 
ceived an invitation to take part in today's 
program. It was free. Only the meal cost 
money. The clinic 15 NECCA’s annual 
program designed to help callers do a better 
Job or to help us make modem square 
dancing more successful. 1 am disappointed 
that so many of the working callers of today 
have no use for this clinic. The jobs they are 
being hired for were created by the work of 
callers who went before them. That they 
feel no need to concern themselves with the 
future of modern square dancing suggests 
that those jobs may not last long. 

1 understand that there are good reasons 
why a caller may not be able to attend the 
clinic, What I do not understand is that only 
the same small group of callers have 
attended the clinic for the past several years.

Ain’t Misbehavin’ 


Terpsichoreologists (that's a new word 
I just made up to refer to dance historians) 
often explain that the origins of dance lie in 
ritual and ceremony. Chances are they are 
right. Where they go wrong is the type of 
ritual. The usual explanation is the dances 
developed out of a need to please the gods 
and win the gods’ good will. I think that 
religious ritual dance is only a small part of 
the dance world (important, but small part). 
A larger influence on people to dance is 
social: young people will dance, and older 
folks keep on dancing. 

I believe that dancing is a natural way 
for people to express emotions — sometimes 
dance is the only way to truly release our 
feelings because words are inadequate, too 
intellectual, to show really deep feelings. 
Also, dance is a group activity, and so dance 
is a way to be a part of society. Dance also 
teaches teamwork, cooperation, coordina- 
tion of effort, timing, grace, etc. Besides 
marching, the military often teaches its 
young officers to dance so they learn to 
work together in time. 

Dance is also one of the best places to 
court. No matter how strict the society, 
people will use dance to get together and

communicate with each other. A few words 
can be spoken as the dancers pass each 
other in contra lines or as they promenade. 
More words can be spoken if they are 
waltzing. If they cannot speak, dancers can 
always make eye contact. So, one of the 
major purposes of dance is to flirt. 

Let's apply this theory to square and 
contra dancing by looking at some of the 
figures, especially the traditional figures 
(unfortunately, a lot of the newer figures in 
square dance appeal more to the mind than to 
the eye and heart). Swing is the most obvious 
figure to talk about flirting, particularly if we 
put it into an older context. One element of 
swing that we have lost in squares but have 
retained in contras is the styling and timing. 
Too often in squares, dancers swing one-half 
to once around, then twirl and promenade. In 
contras, the swings are for a minimum of 
eight beats (oftentimes more) and there is no 
twirl. The entire time to swing is spent with 
your arms around someone, and you should 
be looking into each other's eyes.

clicked on the dance floor, well maybe... 
Walk around and see saw are two other 
good examples of figures just made for 
flirting. As the dancers move around each 
other, they should make eye contact, But 
here the dancers get to flirt with someone 
other than the partner, then back to the 
partner to explain what was going on 
behind her/his back – no, back to the partner 
to flirt with the one you came with. 
Even a right and left grand is for 
making contact with the other people in 
your set. As you go around shaking each

person's hand, you should smile and look 
at them. Right and left grand should not be 
just a way to use up so many beats of 
music: it should be a way the dancers in the 
sel get to relax mentally and to 
congratulate each other that they suc- 
ceeded together. It is a part of the bonding 
purposes of dance. 

We ain't misbehavin' if we look at each 
other, smile, and make contact, People are 
the reason to dance, not just figures. It is OK 
to flirt on the dance floor — just remember 
which car you came in.

What amazed me was the colorful 
outfits of the dancers and their partners. 1 
hadn’t done much sewing since my now 
grown up children were in elementary 
school, but felt that once a sewer always a 
sewer. It just came back naturally, But there

are many new dancers that have never sewn 
before but would still like that custom look 
in an outfit. This article will attempt to give 
you some ideas and if anyone out there has 
any more to pass on, please let me know. 
Your local square dance shop can help 
you with a basic white circle skirt. One is 
made by Malco Modes and is very 
reasonably priced. Now all you have to do is 
add some appliques here and there. If you 
don't sew, there are many stick on 
appliques that really work. You use à 
product called R-11 Magic that is available 
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at most fabric and craft stores where you 
can also purchase many different appliques. 
Just follow the directions and this product 
really works. 

Now for your partners shirt....just use an 
applique on the front yoke and on the back 
yoke. Preferably two smaller ones on the 
front and one a little larger in the 
back. A nice touch would be to pick 
up a color in the applique for the 
color of your partners tie. Another 
skirt that lends itself to trims is the 
gore skirt in a solid color. You can 
sew, hand sew, or use R-11 to attach 
appliques to the different panels. 
This isaperfect way to have a theme 
skirt, such as using Christmas 
decorations on each panel. For your 
partners shirt.. you guessed it... 
trim the yokes. If you are a beginner 
sewer than you CAN add rickrack, 
Jace, ribbons or what ever you feel is 
you, to either of these skirts, You 
can dress up any of the basic solid 
color skirts and blouses with trims of your 
choice. One of the smartest DRESSED UP 
outfits was made with a basic black outfit 
that the dancer had fixed up with rows and 
rows of gold rickrack. There was rickrack 
on the. ruffle edges on the skirt and even 
sewn on the seam line up the gores of the 
skirt. The blouse was trimmed with the gold 
on the neck ги е and the sleeve ruffles, and 
topped with gold bows placed here and 
there on the ruffle of the skirt and one at the 
center of the blouse neck ruffle. Her

For beginner sewers... 

A basic gore skin pattem сап be 
purchased from several mail order shops. 
The basic skirt pattern and others can be 
ordered from Aron's Square Dance and 
Western Wear Shop. 1735 Huntington Dr, 
Duarte CA 91010; 626-303-7032. The 
ideas are endless on making this basic skirt. 
Just let your creativeness take over. When 
our granddaughter started square dancing, 
we purchased the Authentic pattern # 318. 
This pattern is for a very simple eight gore 
skirt and basic peasant blouse. The first 
skirt she made only had one muffle on the 
bottom, and as she gained confidence in all 
that gathering she added two or three ruffles 
on the bottom. The blouse was also easy for 
her as a beginner sewer. (This is the basic 
gore skirt pattern that 1 use. It adapts very 
well to all the different ideas.) 

A basic circle skirt can be made from 
several different directions. For a begin- 
ner, it might be best to make your own 
circle skirt pattern. The following is a 
reprint from the booklet I prepared for the 
Sewing Clinic for the North Carolina State 
Convention. You can use your imagina- 
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поп for the trims, etc. 
Regular Мау... 

Make a pattern, place the point of a 
compass at the upper left hand corner of 
tracing paper, (Christmas wrap works well 
or use newspaper), and draw out a 5 inch 
comer, Lay one end of a yardstick up 
against this curved pencil line; mark your 
length at the other end at 23 1/2” (or your 
petticoat length plus 2 1/2".) Lift the yard 
stick and set down again а few times, 
marking as you go from one edge to the 
other. Mark 2 notches on the upper left hand 
side of the pattern and cut pattern piece out 
at curved line markings. Open out 2. 1/2 
yards of fabric and refold so that the full 
width is folded. Mark waistband and lay 
pattern on fabric so one side is along the 
fabric fold line and the other side butts up 
agains! waistline mark. Cut out waistband; 
then cut out pattern piece. Lay pattern out 
again and cut. Waist band can now be 
trimmed to your Correct waist size plus a 
few inches for button and buttonhole. With 
nght sides together, sew all seams leaving a 
side or back upper seam open for a zipper. 
Sew ш zipper, attach waistband, add button 
and make buttonhole; let skirt hang 
overnight before hemming. When ready to 
hem....tum upa narrow hem on your sewing

machine or a rolled hem on your serger. 
Easy Way.... 

You may want to cut a pattern for the 
circle skirt but I find that I can just use a 
measuring tape and cut it out quicker than 
using a pattem. A basic circular skirt can be 
made very easy using a compass and yard 
stick (or measuring tape). Fold fabric in half 
so that raw edges are together, Measure 
using a compass (or ribbon if you've 
already marked it) down from the comer the 
desired waist measurement, mark from 
edge to edge. From this line measure for the 
length using the yardstick, measuring tape 
or ribbon, the desired length (allowing fora 
5/8" hem). Mark from edge to edge. You 
will cut 2 of these, one on the fold of fabric, 
the other on fabric that is doubled, so you 
will have 3 pieces, a front and two backs. 
You can also cut 2 of these on the fold so 
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you will only have a front and back. Cut a 
waistband and attach. 

One of the prettiest skirts you can make 
for square dancing is the circular skirt with 
a bottom ruffle. The ruffle is added for a 
richer, fuller look, while the circular top 
gives a smooth look to your waistline. The 
ruffle should measure at least 8" deep when 
finished. You will need 2 3/4 to 3 yards of 
45" fabric for a circular skirt and ruffles. 

Hope this “back to basics" has been a help. 
Sometimes we get too complicated, when 
really a simple pattern, trimmed just right is 
really a sharp outfit on the dance floor. 

Now get ready for all the NEW 
DANCERS and be ready to help them just as 
we were helped when we were NEW 
DANCERS. Remember??!!

6 large potatoes, cooked until just tender 
1 Cup chopped onion 
2 Cups sour cream 
% Cup butter 
% Ib. shredded cheddar cheese 
salt & pepper to taste 
% Cup bread crumbs 
М Cup Parmesan cheese 
1% Cups cream of mushroom sauce 
which is: 

1 Cup of basic white sauce 

% Cup chopped mushrooms 

2 Tbsp. butter 

2 tsp. tamari sauce 

% tsp. thyme 

Warm the white sauce, cook mush- 
rooms in butter for 2 minutes. Add to white 
sauce with tamari sauce and thyme. Stir 
well and heat through. 

Pare and grate the cooked potatoes. 
Combine with mushroom sauce, chopped 
onion, sour cream, butter, cheddar cheese 
and salt & pepper. Place in a 9-inch by 13- 
inch casserole dish and top with bread 
crumbs and Parmesan cheese. Bake at 375 
degrees for 1 hour. Serves 12, Great side 
dish to make ahead of time and reheat. 


Raw Apple Bread 
2 Cups flour 
1 tsp. baking soda 
% tsp. salt 
‘4 Cup butter 
1 Cup sugar 
2eggs 
2 Cups chopped raw apples, cored 
but not peeled 
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1% Tbsp. milk 
%6 tsp. vanilla 
% Cup chopped nuts 
3 Tbsp. sugar 
1 tsp. cinnamon 

Sift together flour, baking soda and 
salt. Set aside. In a large mixing bowl, 
cream butter, | cup sugar and eggs. Blend 
in flour mixture. Add apples, milk, vanilla 
and nuts. Pour into a greased 9-inch by 5- 
inch loaf pan. Mix together 3 Tbsp. sugar 
and cinnamon. Sprinkle on batter. Bake 60 
minutes in a 350 degree oven. This recipe 
can also be made into muffins. 


Oatmeal Cranberry Cookies 

1% Cups flour 
I tsp. baking soda 
1% Cups butter 
2/3 Cup firmly packed brown sugar 
2/3 Cup granulated sugar 
I egg 
1 tsp. vanilla 
2 Cups Grape-Nuts® cereal 
2 Cups quick cooking oats 
I Cup dried cranberries 

Heat oven to 375 degrees. Mix flour 
and baking soda in a small bowl. Beat 
butter in a large bowl with electric mixer 
on medium speed to soften, Gradually add 
sugars, beating until light and fluffy. Beat 
in egg and vanilla. Gradually add flour 
mixture, beating well after each addition. 
Stir in cereal, oats and cranberries. Drop 
by rounded tablespoonfuis onto ungreased 
cookie sheets. Bake 8 minutes or until 
lightly browned. Cool | minute; remove 
from cookie sheets. Cool completely on 
wire racks. Makes 5 dozen.

Are these activities 
losing members as well? 15 anyone 
advocating simplifying the rules and skills 
of bridge or golf? 

I really don't know the answer here,

it is worthwhile to find out. | know if 1 
joined bridge lessons, | would expect to put 
їп а few years learning the game. I wouldn't 
expect the game to simplify the rules for 
me. | would get enjoyment from thc 
challenge and a feeling of accomplishment 
from mastering something new. Surely, 
there must be people out there who would 
feel the same way about square dancing! 

These are just some thoughts to get the 
discussion moving into new areas.

Here is a great dance that will keep the dancers going for an extended period of 
time. I picked it up off of the Traditional Dance site on my computer a while back and 
have had a lot of fun with it. The suggested name given to it was the - - - 

DOUBLE NINE PIN REEL 

"The person that submitted it explained that, "it has nothing to do with the actual Nine 
Pin Reel. It is really a 5 couple square and is mostly dip and dive. Here is how it goes,” 
Form a square and have couple 5 in the center. Make sure all of the couples know 
which number they arc. 

Couple 5 swings - then faces any head couple and does a dip and dive with the heads 
Couple 5 swings - then faces any side couple and does a dip and dive with the sides 
Couple 5 swings - then faces the other head couple and does a dip and dive with the heads 
Couple 5 swings - then faces the other side couple and does a dip and dive with the sides 
Couple 5 swings while other 8 circle left. Collapse circle to center to force couple to 
stop swinging. Let couple 5 join circle and circle 10 

Allemande left corner - grand R&L (5 hands to partner) promenade. 


Couple | promenades to center and swings. All others stop anywhere to form a new 
square. Couples keep original number regardless of position in square. Repeat for 
couples 1,2,3,4.

Handed Heys 

Last month we took a look at one type of 
“hey” or “reel,” the “hey for four.” Once 
again, the term ree! can refer to the dance 
movement or jt can refer to a music form, 
Hey is the Scottish term for the movement; 
and just as with any square dance figure, the 
caller needs to define who does what with 
Heys scem to have an endless 
supply of variations: for three, for four, for 
eight, four dancers doing a hey for three, 
and the handed hey. 

Just as it sounds, the handed hey uses 
hands, while the other variations are done 
without touching. The easiest way | have 
found to teach a handed hey is to get the 
dancers into an ocean wave (or a wavy line, 
as it is called in the traditional contra 
world), and have them swing thru four 
times. It is a complete choreographic zero 
that takes 20 counts to complete. lf. your 
dancers do not know swing thru, have them 
trade by the right, then those who can by the 
left four times. Remind the dancers not to 
get а hand grip during the swing thrus, but 
to lightly touch hands, or let the hands just 
"kiss" each other. 

Here is à really fun dance that was 
written by the late Leif Hetland. He called it 
"Kisses" and used the MacGregor record- 
ing of “Poor Little Robin." [like it very well 
with "Red, Red Robin," but find a tune that 
matches your style and idea of fun.

The dance 15 every bit as easy as it 
looks, bul it has а charm and lift £o it that 
dancers of all abilities seem to like 
Remember that the handed hey is four 
swing thrus, and the end dancers must wait 
while the centers turn left. The handed hey 
ends just in time to step straight ahead and 
do a dosado with a new comer. 

This is a double progression dance, 
which means that the first half is danced 
with one couple, then the dancers move up 
or down the line to dance the second half 
with another couple, then they move again 
to start the dance with yet another couple. 
Double progressions move dancers up and 
down the line at a tremendous rate, so | 
recommend having at least ten couples in 
the line to do this dance. Better yet, have an 
odd number of couples so that one couple 
is standing out at one end or the other for 
each half of the dance. An odd number of 
couples m a double progression also 
means that you dance one part with a 
couple on the way down the line and the 
other part with them on the way back; in 
other words, you do not do the same part of 
the dance with the same people everytime.

My computer crashed a few days ago 
and I haven't yet resolved all of the 
problems that are part of that particular 
mishap. I find that my backup filing system 
has stored this column up to June of 2004 
but those I have written after that are gone 
into computer oblivion. I haven't gotten all 
my programs loaded yet so | decided 1 
would capture some words from about 
three years ago. I still believe what I wrote 
then and I have seen very little in the way of 
attempts to do something about the troubles 
we have caused ourselves. Here are the 
words from the summer of 2001. 

It is very clear to me that restoring 
growth to square dancing will require that 
we make major changes from the way 
square dancing is today. | think we all 
realize that it is way to difficult to become 
a confident square dancer. Our research 
reported recently at the CALLERLAB 
Convention suggests strongly that poten- 
tial square dancers would like a more 
flexible availability. Even those former 
dancers who have left often wish for an 
easier, less demanding form of the activity 
that they loved. 

It doesn’t seem to me to require genius 
to understand that an easier form of square 
dancing would allow people with very 
demanding schedules to enjoy most of what 
we find enjoyable without giving up all 
their free time. 1 don't understand why we 
haven't done what we have to do to make 
easier square dancing available. It seems 
very simple to me. 

The club(s) іп an area should help 
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recruit for a class that teaches half (or less) 
of what dancers need to know to join one of 
today’s clubs. Those who finish that 
program would recruit their fnends to come 
and learn while they continue dancing with 
what they have learned. 

The “hot-shots” who want to progress 
much faster into the more complicated 
“club” version of square dancing could be 
referred to one of the existing groups to 
learn the added matenal.There will always 
be a few that want to go on rapidly but we 
have u huge history that tells us most of any 
new group will want to stay with the group 
and not go on - at least not right away. 

Most club dancers don't believe that 
anyone would want to "stay back" in such a 
halfway group. Even if they think someone 
might they certainly aren't going to suggest 
such a thing. After all, their club needs new 
blood. We have been unwilling to accept 
the fact that people who are pushed beyond 
a comfort level do not provide “new blood" 
very long. They go away. 

We can look to changes in society and 
life to explain our recruiting difficulty. But 
we can't blame that for thousands of folks 
who left square dancing in their first year. 
That happened because we didn't live up 
to the promise that brought them to our 
class. Their square dance experience 
didn't give them what they came for. Was 
it too complicated? Too little dancing? 
Too much club responsibility? Too many 
nights a week? Too much breakdown? My 
guess is that it was all of these things and 
we can fix them all - if we want to.

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1 am shocked and appalled by recent 
revelations that callers and dancers have 
lost big money through poor investment 
choices. In the space of one month I heard 
3 horror stories. 

In one case a promise that “you can 
beat the market" resulted in a disastrous 
investment that caused a number of 
individuals to each lose large amounts 
of money. 

In another case a person gave big 
dollars to a broker and said: “1 know 
nothing about investing, so you take my 
money and make me a good profit." The 
broker made poor choices and most of the 
money is gone. 

In a third case a financial advisor 
recommended an investment totally unsuit- 
able for the person he was advising, but 
would have made the advisor a big 
commission. Fortunately, the person sought 
a second opinion and was saved from 
making the unwise investment. 

In the world of square dancing we don't 
talk about money. It seems to be not 
"socially correct." We talk about family, 
trips, jobs, even illness and the passing of 
loved ones, but never about money. Yet if 
people make poor investment decisions, 
that can severely impact them for the rest of 
their lives. 

We see stories in the paper and on 
television about people who lose money by 
making poor investments, but we tend to 
think this only happens to "someone else,"

never to those we know. If it happens in the 
square dance world, we usually do not 
know about it because we don’t talk about 
money. Well, it does happen in the square 
dance world, and it is time to start talking 
about it. 

For over 20 years I have advised people 
how to handle their moncy responsibly. I do 
not sell any financial products and take no 
fees for my advice. My goal is simply to 
help people who have not studied investing, 
to heip them make good financial decisions, 
In the hope that some of you may benefit, 
here is the advice I give to everyone, 

1. If you don't understand the invest- 
ment, don't do it. The fact that someone else 
understands it makes no difference, YOU 
have to understand it. 

2. You can't beat the market. If 
someone offers you an investment that they 
say is guaranteed to beat the normal market 
return, you should run screaming into the 
nigh. The majonty of mutual fund 
managers can't beat the market and they are 
paid to try, so your odds of doing it are nil. 
If you can just equal the market, you are 
doing well. 

3. Don't give your power away. Never 
give money to a broker with total freedom 
to make trades without consulting you. 
Every trade needs to be discussed with you 
beforehand, you need to understand why 
the trade is being recommended, and then 
YOU decide whether or not to do the trade.
